Lecture  on  Photography. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  Students'  Association  enlisted  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Wall,  editor  of  the  Photographic  N&ms, 
upon  the  occasion  of  its  second  social  meeting,  held  on 
Friday  last.  Under  the  title  of  "  Some  Applications  of 
Photography,"  Mr.  Wall  delivered  an  interesting  and  humorous 
lecture  on  some  of  the  less  well-known  branches  of  the  art, 
illustrating  his  subject  profusely  with  an  unique  series  of 
lantern  slides,  mostly  of  his  own  preparation.  A  large 
audience  was  attracted  to  the  meeting,  and  the  enthusiastic 
ovation  accorded  to  the  lecturer  at  the  close  of  the  evening 
showed  how  highly  his  efforts  had  been  appreciated. 

Mr.  Wall  introduced  his  subject  by  racily  referring  to  the 
circus-master  who,  when  one  of  his  performers  was  indulging 
in  excessive  gag,  was  wont  to  offer  a  forcible  and  expressive 
admonition  to  "  cut  that  cackle  and  get  on  with  the  'osses." 
It  was  his  intention,  he  said,  to  "  get  on  at  once  with  the 
'osses,"  and  so  he  proceeded  forthwith  to  show  and  explain 
his  magnificent  lantern  slides. 

First,  to  indicate  the  value  of  photography  in  astronomical 
research,  he  exhibited  photographs  of  sun-spots,  parts  of  the 
moon,  a  nebula,  and  one  very  interesting  picture  of  that 
region  of  the  heavens  known  to  astronomers  as  "  The  Coal 
Sack."  By  means  of  the  most  powerful  telescopes  the  human 
eye,  he  said,  can  see  only  a  very  few  stars  in  this  region,  but 
when  a  photographic  plate  is  substituted  for  the  eye,  a  pro- 
longed exposure  reveals  the  fact  that  the  whole  space  is 
crowded  with  innumerable  points  of  light.  The  lengthy 
exposure  required  in  such  a  case  is  intermittent,  and  is 
effected  by  adjusting  the  telescope  by  means  of  a  drawing 
clock,  and  making  exposures  on  successive  nights. 

The  photographic  spectrum  of  cadmium  was  next  shown. 
In  this  it  was  seen  that  the  extent  of  the  ultra-violet  rays 
was  thirteen  or  fourteen  times  greater  than  that  of  the  visible 
rays  constituting  the  solar  spectrum. 

Photographs  of  plant-cultures,  exemplifying  the  effect  of 
mineral  salts  on  growth  in  a  striking  manner,  next  engaged 
attention,  and  these  led  on  to  photographs  of  insect  pests  on 
crops  and  trees,  and  several  very  beautiful  pictures  of  botani- 
cal specimens. 

The  value  of  photography  in  gathering  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  life-history  of  certain  fishes  was  touched  upon,  and 
interesting  photographs  of  fish  exhibited,  as  also  of  several 
insects. 

The  applications  of  photography  in  medical  science  were 
illustrated  by  splendid  slides  of  bacilli,  and  it  was  related  by 
the  lecturer  how  attempts  had  been  made  to  make  use  of 
photography  in  studying  the  treatment  of  lunatics. 

Photographs  of  clouds,  a  glacier,  and  dolomite  needles  in  the 
Austrian  Tyrol,  were  shown  in  connection  with  the  study  of 
meteorology,  all  of  which,  apart  from  their  scientific  interest, 
were  admirable  from  an  artistic  point  of  view.  Striking 
examples  of  the  aid  which  photography  lends  to  the  identifi- 
cation of  criminals  were  given,  and  animals,  topical  studies, 
street  scenes,  and  instantaneous  photographs  of  moving 
objects,  followed  each  other  in  charming  profusion.  Among 
other  things  the  lecturer  revealed  to  his  audience  the  secret 
of  "  spook  "  photographs. 

Bovril's  "Workmen. 

A  commodious  building  has  been  secured  at  Walton-on-the- 
Naze  by  the  directors  of  Bovril  (Limited),  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  their  employes  a  fortnight's  free  holiday  at  the  sea- 
side. They  will  also  receive  full  pay  during  this  vacation. 
This  action  has  been  taken  with  the  object  of  commemorating 
the  Queen's  Diamond  Jubik;e.     The  works  will  be  closed  on 


Mysterious  Death  of  a  Chemist. 

The  inquest  concerning  the  mysterious  death  of  John  Paul 
Harrison,  38,  chemist,  of  Peel  Causeway,  near  Bowden,  whose 
sudden  death  was  reported  last  week,  has  been  adjourned. 
Dr.  Withers,  who  had  conducted  the  post-mortem,  said  there 
was  no  sign  of  poisoning,  and,  while  unable  to  determine  the 
cause  of  death,  he  was  satisfied  it  was  not  due  to  natural 
causes.  The  stomach  has  been  forwarded  to  the  public 
analyst. 

London  Water  and  the  L.C.C. 

With  reference  to  the  report  presented  by  the  Water  Com- 
mittee to  the  London  County  Council,  recommending  that 
the  investigation  of  the  London  water-supply  by  the  chemist 
to  the  Council  should  be  carried  on  for  a  further  period  of 
six  months,  it  has  been  decided  that  this  shall  be  carried  on 
for  two  months,  at  a  cost  of  about  80/.  Mr.  Dibdin's  resig- 
nation was  accepted  as  from  June  30,  but  we  understand  that 
he  will  stay  till  the  end  of  July  to  see  this  investigation  com- 
pleted. 

Carbide  of  Calcium. 

Eastbourne  (Sussex)  Town  Council  has  issued  a  notice 
stating  that  in  future  dealers  in  carbide  of  calcium  must 
take  out  a  licence  under  the  Petroleum  Acts,  1871  to  1881. 

A  Jersey  Chemist  in  Difficulties. 

At  the  Royal  Court  of  Jersey,  on  June  5,  confirmation  was- 
obtained  of  distraints  effected  on  chattels  belonging  to  Mr.. 
John  Anley,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  1  New  Street,  St. 
Helier,  Jersey,  in  respect  of  three  notes-of-hand  of  11Z.,  111.,. 
and  11Z.  10s.  respectively,  and  of  Ibl.  for  six  months'  rent  to 
March  25  last  (for  which  preference  was  granted),  and 
also  assurance  of  payment  of  11.  10s. — three  months'  rent  to 
June  24. 

The  x  Rays  in  Guernsey. 

Mr.  E.  Dupuy,  the  well-known  Guernsey  chemist,  has  been, 
taking  some  clever  radiographs  of  late,  several  having  been 
of  much  utility  in  surgical  cases.  He  has  obtained  a  com- 
plete representation  of  the  frame  of  a  14  years'  old  lad, 
which  shows  every  bone  in  his  body,  from  the  skull  to  the 
toes,  each  being  perfectly  distinct. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

A  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  was  held  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  on  June  2,  at  4.30  p.m.  Present : 
Dr.  Symes  (President),  Messrs.  Atkins,  Hills,  Martindale,  and 
Dr.  Attfield  (Vice-Presidents),  Messrs.  Farr,  White,  and' 
Professor  Greenish,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor  (Hon.  Gen. 
Secretary).  Letters  of  regret  for  inability  to  attend  were 
received  from  Messrs.  Coull,  Groves,  McAdam,  Ransom, 
Russell,  C.  Umney,  J.  C.  Umney,  Wells,  and  Wright, 

By  the  kindness  of  the  Local  Secretary,  a  printed  copy  of 
social  arrangements  for  the  Glasgow  meeting  was  submitted 
and  considered,  and,  with  one  or  two  suggested  alterations,, 
approved.    It  was,  briefly,  as  follows : — 

Monday,  August  9. — Reception  by  the  President,  at  8  p.m., 
at  the  Corporation  Art  Galleries,  to  be  followed  by  a  con- 
versazione Tuesday,  August  10. — Opening  meeting  of  Con- 
ference, in  the  Hall  of  the  Grand  Hotel,  at  10  a.m.,  when  a 
welcome  will  be  given  by  the  Honourable  the  Lord  Provost, 
to  be  succeeded  by  the  presidential  address  and  the  reading 
and  discussion  of  papers.  Luncheon  at  1  p.m.  at  the  Grand' 
Hotel,  which  will  be  the  headquarters  of  the  Conference. 
The  reading  of  papers  will  be  resumed  at  2  p.m.,  and  at  4 
there  will  be  an  excursion  to  Loch  Lomond.  Wednesday, 
August  11. — Sessions  of  the  Conference  at  10  A.m.  and 
2  p.m.,  and  luncheon  at  1  p.m.,  as  on  Tuesday.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  afternoon  sitting  it  is  proposed  to  drive  to  the- 
Glasgow  Corporation  Water-works  at  Meydock.  In  the 
evening  a  smoking-concert  and  a  drawing-room  entertain- 
ment at  the  same  hour.    Thursday,  August  12  —  Excursion 
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on  the  Firth  of  Clyde,  the  Western  Lochs,  and  through  the 
Kyles  of  Bute. 

A  list  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  drafted  for 
recommendation  to  the  general  meeting. 

It  was  announced  that  Mr.  W.  E.  Smith,  of  Ootacamund, 
had  consented  to  act  as  Honorary  Secretary  for  Madras. 

Thirty  gentlemen,  having  been  duly  nominated,  were 
elected  to  membership. 

Coroner  Beports  a  Chemist. 

Mr.  Harfield,  Coroner  for  Hampshire,  held  an  inquest,  on 
June  3,  at  Emery  Down,  New  Forest,  on  the  body  of  William 
Povey,  ex-huntsman  of  the  New  Forest  Foxhounds.  Deceased 
had  been  missing  for  a  month,  and  though  every  inquiry 
was  made,  and  rewards  were  offered,  the  body  was  not  dis- 
covered until  a  few  days  ago,  when,  in  a  lonely  and  unfre- 
quented part  of  the  Forest,  it  was  found  in  a  decomposed 
condition.  In  one  hand  the  deceased  had  a  stick,  and  in  the 
other  he  clutched  a  bottle,  on  which  was  a  poison-label, 
marked  "  Hydrocyanic  acid."  It  was  shown  that  he  had 
called  at  a  chemist's  shop  at  Lyndhurst,  and  purchased  some 
poison,  but  there  was  no  entry  in  the  poison-book  to  show 
the  sale.  The  chemist's  son  offered  to  explain  this  omission, 
but  the  Coroner  said  it  was  a  very  serious  omission — a  direct 
evasion  of  the  law — and  he  should  have  to  report  the  case. 
It  appeared  that  the  deceased  had  suffered  from  depression, 
through  the  illness  of  his  mother,  and  his  discharge  from  his 
situation.  A  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind  was 
returned. 

A  Liverpool  Chemical-merchant's  Frauds. 

At  the  Manchester  City  Sessions  on  June  3,  before  the 
Kecorder,  Sir  J.  F.  Leese,  Q.C.,  M.P.,  George  William  Bcswick 
(57)  surrendered  to  his  bail,  and  pleaded  guilty  to  two 
indictments  under  the  Debtors  Act,  1869.  The  first  indict- 
ment dealt  with  the  offence  of  incurring  a  liability  and 
obtaining  credit  by  false  pretences.  The  prisoner  (who  had 
been  trading  in  Manchester  as  a  grey-cloth  merchant,  and  in 
Liverpool  as  an  importer  of  minerals,  chemicals,  and  colours, 
tinder  the  style  of  George  W.  Beswick  &  Co.)  induced  the 
manager  of  the  Mercantile  Bank  of  Lancashire  (Limited)  to 
permit  an  increase  of  his  overdraft  from  300/.  to  700/.,  by 
showing  to  him  a  false  balance-sheet,  showing  his  total 
liabilities,  beyond  the  bank  overdraft,  to  be  105/.  Is.  3d., 
whereas,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  amounted  to  2,594/.  The 
other  indictment  was  that,  within  four  months  preceding 
his  bankruptcy,  he  had  obtained  chemicals  on  credit,  which 
he  had  not  since  paid  for,  under  the  false  pretence  of  carry- 
ing on  his  trade  and  dealing  with  them  in  the  ordinary  way 
of  business;  and,  further,  of  disposing  of  the  goods  so 
obtained  otherwise  than  in  the  ordinary  way  of  trade.  Bes- 
wick's  plan  was  to  obtain  goods  on  as  long  terms  of  credit 
as  possible,  and  to  sell  for  cash  and  below  cost  price,  apply- 
ing the  money  thus  obtained  to  the  purposes  of  his  Man- 
chester business. 

Mr.  McKeand,  addressing  the  Court  in  mitigation  of 
sentence,  submitted  that  the  prisoner  had  been  led  to  act 
as  he  had  done  through  his  anxiety  to  keep  out  of  the 
Bankruptcy  Court.  Mr.  C.  J.  Dibb,  Official  Receiver  for 
Manchester,  said  the  accounts  of  his  affairs  prepared  by  the 
prisoner  were  fairly  and  frankly  stated.  There  had  been  no 
extravagance  in  his  household  expenditure.  On  his  public 
examinations  witness  had  answered  fairly  all  questions  put 
to  him.  Other  witnesses  gave  evidence,  and  spoke  of  de- 
fendant's high  character  both  in  business  and  private  life. 

The  Recorder  sentenced  the  prisoner  to  nine  months' 
imprisonment  with  hard  labour  on  both  indictments,  the 
sentences  to  run  concurrently. 

Upon  hearing  his  sentence  the  prisoner  fainted  in  the 
dock. 

Chemist's  Porter  Poisons  Himself. 

George  Frederick  Lacey,  aged  23,  committed  suicide  in  a, 
police  cell  at  Nottingham  last  week.  He  had  until  lately 
been  employed  by  Mr.  James  Lord,  chemist,  of  Parliament 
Street.  At  the  inquest  the  father  of  the  deceased  said  his 
son  had  suffered  from  an  attack  of  influenza,  but  he  had 
been  reticent  from  birth.  He  was  always  temperate  in  his 
habits,  and  had  been  a  teetotaler  all  his  life.  Witness 
thought  his  son  had  been  overworking  himself  with  study. 
Mr.  James  Lord  said  he  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist  at  55 


Upper  Parliament  Street,  and  had  known  the  deceased  for 
about  four  years.  He  had  been  in  his  employ  for  a  short 
time  The  deceased  was  a  very  peculiar  and  contentious 
man.  He  was  not  a  chemist,  but  a  superior  porter.  About 
a  month  ago  he  discharged  deceased.  Since  then  he  had 
had  several  letters  from  him  applying  for  reappointment,  but 
had  not  seen  him.  On  the  day  before  his  death  the  deceased 
had  been  found  on  his  premises,  and  it  had  been  necessary 
to  call  in  the  police,  and  the  deceased  was  taken  to  the 
Guildhall.  Whilst  he  was  in  witness's  employ  he  had  free 
access  to  the  drugs,  and  it  was  possible  for  him  to  take  cap- 
sules but  not  tabloids.  None  of  the  tabloids  (produced) 
found  on  deceased  were  procurable  at  witness's  shop.  Other 
evidence  showed  that  the  deceased  was  found  in  his  cell  in  what 
appeared  to  be  a  heavy  slumber.  The  doctor  was  sent  for, 
but  Lacey  did  not  recover  consciousness,  and  died  in  the  cell. 
The  doctor  said  in  his  opinion  the  cause  of  death  was  nar- 
cotic poisoning.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the 
deceased  committed  suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind. 

Burglary  at  a  Chemists'. 

The  premises  of  Messrs.  Forshaw  &  Snow,  chemists,  of 
Westgate,  Bradford,  were  found  on  Sunday  afternoon  to 
have  been  entered  by  thieves.  Access  to  the  place  had  been 
gained  by  means  of  the  back  door,  which  had  been  forced 
open.  About  fifty  drawers  were  tampered  with,  and  the  con- 
tents strewn  about  the  floor.  In  one  of  the  drawers  was  a 
sum  of  about  8/.,  which  the  depredators  carried  off.  They 
also  robbed  the  tills  of  about  a  sovereign.  There  was  a  ^mu 
of  nearly  30/.  in  another  drawer,  which,  fortunately,  the 
thieves  overlooked.    They  have  not  been  discovered. 

Plymouth  Chemists  have  a  Holiday. 

A  party  of  seventy  ladies  and  gentlemen  took  part  in  an 
excursion  organised  by  the  Plymouth,  Devonport,  and  Stone- 
house  Chemists'  Association  on  Wednesday,  June  2.  Leaving 
Millbay  at  12  20  p.m.,  the  party  travelled  by  special  saloons 
to  Liskeard,  where  wagonettes  were  waiting  to  drive  to 
Cheesewring.  On  the  journey  the  well  of  St.  Cleer  was 
inspected.  This  well  is  said  to  have  been  used  at  one  time 
as  a  bowssening  or  ducking  pond,  when  it  was  thought  it 
would  cure  mad  people.  The  old  church  (some  800  years 
old)  is  noticeable  for  its  Norman  doorway  and  a  tree  growing 
out  of  the  tower.  At  Cheesewring  light  refreshments  were 
partaken  of,  after  which  a  tug-of-war  between  the  married 
and  single  members  was  contested  for  a  cup  given  by  Mr. 
J.  Kinton  Bond,  B.A.,  B.Sc.  The  match  had  previously  been 
won  by  each  side,  and  the  winners  this  time,  who  were  the 
single  team,  became  the  possessors  of  it.  During  a  two 
hours'  stay  the  Hurlers  -were  visited.  These  were  formerly 
three  large  intersecting  circles  of  large  stones,  with  their 
centres  in  a  line,  and  named  in  accordance  with  a  tradition 
that  they  were  once  men,  who,  amusing  themselves  by 
hurling  stones  on  the  Sabbath,  were  transformed  into  stones. 
After  being  photographed,  the  party  left  for  Liskeard  at 
6  p.m.  The  Trevethy  Stone  was  viewed  on  the  way.  It  is 
one  of  the  largest  cromlechs  in  Cornwall,  and  consists  of  ,i 
slab  about  16  feet  in  length  by  10  feet  in  breadth,  supporter!' 
in  a  slanting  position  by  six  upright  stones,  forming  a  kist- 
vaen  or  stone  chest,  and  raised  upon  a  tumulus.  The  height 
from  the  ground  to  the  upper  part  of  the  table  stone,  near 
which  is  a  circular  hole,  is  about  46  feet.  At  7  p.m.  high  tea 
was  served  at  the  Cleeve's  Stag  Hotel.  Mr.  G.  Breeze,  J. P., 
presided,  and  the  vice-chairs  were  occupied  by  Messrs.  C.  J. 
Park,  F.  Maitland,  M.  Johnson,  and  J.  Harvey  Bailey.  A. 
few  toasts  were  ■  proposed  and  replied  to.  After  tea  the 
Cheesewring  was  visited.  This  remarkable  object  consists 
of  tubular  blocks  of  granite  heaped  one  upon  another,  after- 
the  manner  of  cheeses,  to  the  height  of  24  feet.  It  derives 
its  extraordinary  appearance  from  the  circumstance  of  the 
stones  at  the  base  being  less  than  half  the  size  of  those 
they  support,  which  are  10  or  12  feet  in  diameter.  Hence 
the  shape  of  the  pile  is  that  of  a  huge  fungus  with  a  stalk 
so  slenderly  proportioned  for  the  weight  of  the  head  that 
it  is  hard  to  lose  the  idea  of  its  instability.  The  party 
reached  home  at  10.30  p.m.  The  Junior  Section  are  to  have 
an  outing  on  Wednesday,  June  30.  A  special  steamer  has 
been  engaged,  and  a  trip  will  be  made  to  Calstock,  whera 
tea  will  be  provided,  and  the  trip  will  be  extended  to  the 
Weir  Head.    Tickets  3s.  6^. 
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Sampson  Taylor  Roves,  Fh.D..  Again. 

An.  adjourned  inquest  was  held  at  Perranwell.  Comwarl. 
on  Monday  last,  respecting  the  death  of  Mary  Martin  (72). 
She  had  been,  seen  by  Mr.  Eoire.  chemist,  Redruth,  and  he 
gave  the  following  certificate  : —

age  i  72  las:  birthday,  died  on  the  2nd  instant  from  paralysis  of 
the  brain  >  third  attack  :  dtrration  of  disease  six  months. — S.  T. 
Rowe,  PhJX  acl  C_  Registered  Surgeon-Dentist  and  Chemist. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  Toms)  refused  to  accept  this  certificate. 
Hence  the  inquest. 

Mrs.  Goodman,  sister  of  the  deceased,  said  she  was  always 
under  the  impression  that  Mr.  Rowe  was  a  doctor,  and  had 
complete  faith  in  him.  he  having  supplied  medicine  to  her 
for  fifty  years. 

Sampson  Taylor  Rowe,  chemist  and  surgeon-dentist,  said 
he  had  no  medical  degree.  The  Ph.D.  he  wrote  after  his 
name  he  got  from  America.  It  was  a  scientific  degree. 
When  called  in  on  Tuesday  evening  he  found  the  woman  in 
a  state  of  collapse,  and  suffering  from  paralysis  of  the  brain 
from  apoplexy,  which  he  believed  was  due  to  kidney-disease, 
for  which  he  had  attended  her  for  twenty  years.  She  was 
in  a  dying  state  and  beyond  hope.  He  did  not  go  to  the 
house  on  Wednesday,  because  he  'did  not  expect  to  find  her 
living.  He  was  not  qualified  to  give  a  medical  certificate. 
In  reply  to  the  Coroner,  he  said  he  did  not  call  that  a 
medical  certificate.  He  would  dec-line  to  give  any  certificates 
in  future. 

The  Coroner:  I  think  you  wrote  that  certificate  to  deceive. 
"  Mr.  Rowe:  I  did  not.  I  have  been  accustomed  for  fifty 
years  to  give  the  cause  of  death  as  an  ordinary  individual 
-with  my  name  affixed  and  it  was  never  questioned  until 
cecently.  In  consequence  of  its  being  questioned  I  have 
arranged  to  get  a  properly  qualified  man  as  an  assistant. 

The  Coroner :  Do  you  know  there  is  no  such  medical  term 
as  paralysis  of  the  brain  3 

Mr.  Rowe:  I  say  there  is  such  a  disease. 

Mr.  Butler:  How  did  you  obtain  your  degree  of  PhD.  3 — 
3y  working  papers  and  sending  them. 

Were  yoe  granted  it  after  examination  3 — That  is  my 
-.business-  and  not  y<?urs. 

The  Coroner:  Mr.  Butler  has  a  perfect  right  to  ask  the 
•quest!  on. 

Mr  Butler :  You  said  it  wa=  a  degree  of  science,  and  not  of 
me  iieine.    What  scienee  . — Xatural  philosophv. 
Xoc  hii  to  pass  an  examination  3 — Yes. 
Wiiax  aniversity  3 — An  American  university.    I  do  not 
kn:w  of  any  panic  alar  name  to  it. 

He  Coroner:  Yon  must  answer  the  question. 
Mr.  Butler  :  What  university  was  it  3 — Philadelphia, 
I  have  been  to  Philadelphia,  and  I  do  not  think  there  is  a 
university  there.    I  remember  a  hall  of  science  in  Phila- 
delphia— Some  of  the  best  men  have  been  there. 

The  C  orGKer  said  tie  case  raised  the  important  point  of  the 
desirability  of  unqualified  men  practising  medicine.  Mr. 
Rowe  had  absolutely  no  medical  qualification,  and  in  this  case 
■grossly  deceived  Mr.  Martin  and  his  friends.  It  was  impos- 
:  sible  to  say  whether  the  woman  was  treated  properly,  but  as 
in  the  certifi  cate  Mr.  Rowe  used  the  term  '•  paralysis  of  the 
brain."  it  clearly  showed  medical  men  that  he  did  not  know 
-what  she  was  suffering  from.  It  was  the  general  opinion 
that  no  oerson  could  be  buried  without  the  certificate  of  a 
properly-qualified  medical  man.  There  were  many  cases, 
however,  in  which  the  Registrar  was  empowered  to  give  a 
burial  certificate  on  certain  information.  He  reminded  the 
.jury  that  Mr.  Rowe  was  powerless  to  call  in  anyone  to  help 
him,  because  no  medical  man  ■»  ould  go  into  consultation  with 
Mm.  There  was  a  further  serious  danger.  At  the  inquest 
at  Penzance  Mr.  Rowe  said  he  had  treated  all  kinds  of  cases, 
infectious  and  otherwise,  and  yet  he  never  reported  a  single 
case  to  the  medical  officer  of  health  But  a;  Mr.  Rowe  was 
not  a  doctor,  he  did  not  incur  the  penalty  which  would  attach 
-to  a  do  ctor  who  failed  to  notify  any  case  of  infectious  disease 
he  was  attending.  For  many  reasons  Mr.  Rowe  had  been  a 
source  of  very  great  danger  to  the  public,  and  had  escaped 
more  by  arood  luck  than  good  management.  Bui  if  he  continued 
in  these  malpractices,  the  strong  arm  of  the  law  would  get 
faim.  In  this  case  there  was  no  evidence  of  criminal  neglect. 
But  Mr.  Bt'we  had  seriously  misled  Mr.  Martin  and  others 


and  caused  them  a  great  deal  of  pain,  whilst  he  also  caused 
the  public  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  trouble. 

The  jury  found  that  death  was  due  to  natural  causes. 

The  Coroner  said  the  jury  desired  him  to  severely  censure 
Mr.  Rowe.

The  Coroner :  I  shall  not  allow  you  any  fee. 
Mr.  Rowe  :  On  what  ground  3 

The  Coroner  :  I  need  not  say  on  what  ground.  The  ground 
is  clear  enough. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  Toms)  was  complimented  on  the  stand 
he  had  taken. 

A  Qtiackless  Shore. 

The  Blackpool  Town  Council  have  decided  not  to  allow 
quack  doctors  and  vendors  of  medical  recipes  to  carry  on 
their  business  on  the  foreshore  within  the  borough. 

Tne  Antwerp  Drug-agent. 

Alfred  Yan  Dyck  described  as  an  agent  in  drugs  and 
chesiicals.  of  Antwerp,  who.  as  previously  reported,  was 
arrested  in  London  on  a  charge  of  sending  indecent  litera- 
ture through  the  post,  was  committed  for  trial  on  June  4.

Emile  Hoffmann  Merrick  67  Trentham  Road,  Longton, 
had  an  advertising  idea  which  he  is  called  upon  to  explain 
at  the  Longton  Police  Court,  where  he  appeared  on  June  4 
charged  with  fraud.  He  had  advertised  in  the  People  an 
Imperial  French  tooth-paste,  a  few  applications  of  which 
would  produce  the  most  beautiful  set  of  white  teeth  it  was 
possible  to  imagine.  Price,  Is.  post  free.  Five  cycles  would 
be  given  to  the  five  purchasers  who  should  solve  a  stupid 
arithmetic  problem.  The  Superintendent  of  Police,  on  search- 
ing the  premises,  did  not  find  any  tooth-paste  or  cycles. 
|  Prisoner,  however,  gave  him  a  paper,  which  he  said  was  the 
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recipe  for  making  the  paste.  For  the  defence  it  was  con- 
tended that  no  offence  had  been  disclosed,  but  the  Bench 
granted  a  remand  so  that  the  Public  Prosecutor  might  be 
communicated  with.

Blackwell  Cowell,  chemist,  of  Windsor  Road,  Forest  Gate, 
was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  stealing  three  cheques 
for  12Z.  13s.  3d.,  the  property  of  his  employers,  Messrs. 
Blumann  &  Stern  (Limited),  Plough  Bridge,  Deptford.  Mr. 
Maurice  Blumann,  managing  director  of  the  company,  said 
that  prisoner  was  employed  on  January  1  as  chemist  and 
nominal  secretary.  His  duty  was  to  open  letters  and  to 
hand  over  all  cheques  to  the  .  cashier.  Certain  cheques  pro- 
duced were  endorsed  in  the  names  of  the  firm  by  the  prisoner 
as  secretary,  but  they  had  never  been  received  by  the 
company,  which  consisted  of  witness  and  his  wife.  Bail 
was  allowed.

Last  week,  at  Belfast,  Catherine  Hinchy  was  committed 
to  gaol  for  seven  days  for  the  larceny  of  a  bottle  of  perfume 
and  a  box  of  medicated  lozenges  from  the  front  counter  of 
Mr.  James  Tate's  drug  and  chemical  establishment,  Royal 
Avenue. 

Comments  on  a  Co-operative  Company. 

At  Dublin,  on  June  3,  in  the  High  Court,  an  action  was 
brought  by  the  Enniscorthy  Co-operative  Society  (Limited) 
against  Mr.  James  Donohoe,  managing  director  of  the  drug 
and  general  company  of  James  Donohoe  (Limited)  for 
alleged  libel  in  respect  of  a  letter  written  to  and  published 
in  the  Free  Press  at  the  instance  of  the  defendant,  criticising 
the  plaintiff  company.    The  defendant  pleaded  fair  com- 


ment, and  denied  that  the  letter  in  question  was  libellous. 
The  trial  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  and  judg- 
ment was  given  accordingly. 

An  Interesting  Trade-mark  Case. 
Messrs.  William  Dobbin  &  Co.,  chemists,  of  Belfast,  were 
defendants  last  week  in  an  important  action  tried  in  the 
Belfast  Summons  Court  under  the  Trade  Marks  Act.  The 
complainants  were  the  partners  in  the  firm  of  Wright, 
Crossley  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  and  it  was  stated  that  Messrs. 
Dobbin  &  Co.  were  selected  for  prosecution  because  they 
occupied  a  leading  position  in  the  trade.  They  had  sold  to  a 
clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  plaintiffs  a  tin  of  a  certain 
American  baking-powder  bearing  on  the  label  the  words 
"Trade  Mark  'Royal'  Registered."  Section  105  of  the. 
Patents,  Designs,  and  Trade  Marks  Act  provides  that  "  Any 
person  who  represents  that  any  article  sold  by  him  is  a 
patent  article  when  no  patent  has  been  granted  for  the  same, 
or  describes  any  design  or  trade-mark  applied  to  any  article 
sold  by  him  as  registered  which  is  not  so,  shall  be  liable  for 
every  offence  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  pounds."  The  plaintiffs,  amongst  other  things,  trade  in 
baking-powder,  and  in  the  interests  of  their  business  had 
written  to  the  defendants  and  the  trade  generally,  and 
circularised  them  to  the  effect  that  the  Court  of  Chancery 
had  removed  the  trade-mark  from  the  register,  and  that  they 
would  proceed  against  any  trader  selling  baking-powder  with 
labels  bearing  the  expunged  trade-mark.  Mr.  Gordon,  who 
represented  the  defendants,  said  the  baking-powder  was  manu- 
factured by  an  American  firm,  and  he  maintained  that  there 
must  be  some  limitation  in  the  application  of  the  section. 
The  label  itself  stated  that  the  baking-powder  was  manu- 
factured in  New  York,  and  there  was  no  attempt  whatever  to- 
suggest  that  it  was  of  British  manufacture,  and  no  attempt 
to  imply  that  the  label  had  been  registered  in  Great  Britain. 
Suppose  the  label  bore  the  words  "  Registered  in  America," 
could  it  be  said  that  that  brought  it  within  the  operations  of 
the  section  ?  All  Acts  of  Parliament  were  construed  in  a 
rational  way,  so  as  not  to  do  violence  to  the  language  of  the 
Act  or  to  the  common  sense  of  an  ordinary  member  of  the 
public.  The  representative  of  the  American  company  in 
Great  Britain  said  the  label  upon  the  tin  was  word  for  word 
the  same  as  had  been  registered  in  America,  including  the 
word  "  registered."  He  put  in  evidence  certified  copies  of 
registration  and  design  in  the  United  States.  Counsel  for 
the  prosecution,  however,  argued  that  if  the  American 
company  were  allowed  to  use  the  word  "  registered  "  they 
secured  an  unfair  advantage  over  British  traders.  Mr. 
Hodder,  R.M.,  the  presiding  Magistrate,  was  of  opinion  that 
the  word  "  registered  "  in  the  section  was  not  of  itself  suffi- 
cient to  sustain  the  prosecution.  The  document  or  label, 
he  thought,  would  not  lead  anyone  to  think  that  the  trade- 
mark had  been  registered  in  England.  He  dismissed  the 
case,  and  allowed  20s.  costs.  On  the  application  of  Mr. 
Chambers  for  the  prosecution,  Mr.  Hodder  said  he  woulo 
state  a  case  for  the  superior  Courts.

niajalis.  Ayr  aphis  nutans,  Allium  ursinum,  and  Luzula, 
sylvatica. 

Edinburgh  District  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at 
36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Monday  evening,  Mr.  John 
Bowman  presiding.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  Claude  F.  Henry) 
read  the  annual  report,  which  stated  that  there  are  now 
sixty-five  members  on  the  roll.  A  scheme  for  the  disposal 
of  out-of-the-way  articles  had  been  added  during  the  session 
to  the  other  work  carried  on  by  the  Association,  and  had  so 
far  worked  well.  After  a  reference  to  the  annual  excursion 
and  annual  ball,  both  of  which  had  been  most  successful 
financially  and  otherwise,  the  report  concluded  by  saying 
that  the  committee  "continued  to  watch  all  movements 
which  tend  to  unduly  interfere  with  the  business,  and  they 
invite  the  members  to  bring  under  their  notice  any  matter  of 
this  kind  in  regard  to  which  action  might  usefully  be  taken." 
The  financial  statement  showed  an  income  of  129/.,  and  an 
expenditure  of  about  120/.,  leaving  a  balance  of  9/.  4s. ,  which 
brings  the  Association's  funds  up  561  Qs.  Mr.  Lunan  moved 
that  51.  5s.  of  this  be  voted  as  a  Jubilee  donation  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  21.  2  s. 
to  the  Orphan  Fund.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  McLaren, 
and  unanimously  agreed  to.  The  rest  was  carried  forward.  Mr. 
McLaren  moved  that  the  offices  of  treasurer  and  secretary 
be  separated,  and  different  gentlemen  appointed  to  each. 
Mr.  C.  F.  Henry  seconded ;  but  after  discussion  the  motion 
was  withdrawn.  The  office-bearers  for  next  year  were  then 
elected  as  follows: — Chairman,  Mr.  John  Bowman.  3  Duke 
Street,  Leith  ;  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  David  McLaren,  42  South 
Street,  Edinburgh  ;  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  Mr.  Claude  F. 
Henry.  1  Brandon  Terrace,  Edinburgh ;  Committee,  Messrs. 


Anderson,  Boa,  Forret,  Glass,  R  L.  Her.ry,  Laird,  Lunan, 
McDougall,  D.  McGlashan,  Macpherson,  Smith,  and  Wylie. 
Mr.  C.  F.  Henry  (Secretary)  moved — 

That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  advisa- 
bility or  otherwise  of  the  Association  adopting  a  prize 
scheme  for  assistants  or  apprentices,  or  both,  and,  if  such 
be  advisable,  to  report  to  next  meeting  what  form  such 
scheme  should  take. 

He  said  his  idea  was  that  the  scheme  should  be  made  to 
encourage  study  by  young  men  of  pharmacy  on  its  com- 
mercial or  its  legal  side,  and  thus  it  would  not  interfere  with 
existing  prize  schemes.  Mr.  Lunan  seconded  the  motion, 
which,  after  discussion,  was  unanimously  agreed  to.  A 
committee,  consisting  of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman, 
Secretary,  and  Messrs.  Boa,  Burley,  and  Lunan,  was 
appointed  to  inquire  and  report.  Mr.  Henry  was  elected 
convener.  The  Chairman  invited  suggestions  from  members 
in  regard  to  details  of  the  scheme.  This  was  all  the  busi- 
ness of  importance. 

Death  of  Professor  Charteris,  Glasgow. 

Dr.  Matthew  Charteris,  professor  of  materia  medica  in 
Glasgow  University,  died  at  Comrie,  Perthshire,  on  Monday, 
June  7.  At  the  close  of  the  winter  session  Dr.  Charteris  had 
a  severe  attack  of  influenza,  and  was  ordered  by  his  medical 
advisers  to  Comrie,  where  it  was  hoped  the  bracing  air  would 
soon  restore  him  to  his  usual  health.  On  Sunday,  however, 
he  took  a  turn  for  the  worse,  and  gradually  sank.  Dr. 
Charteris,  who  was  a  native  of  Wamphray,  Dumfriesshire, 
and  was  in  his  56th  year,  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  three  of 
a  family.  His  brother  is  Professor  A.  H.  Charteris,  D.D.,  of 
Edinburgh  University.  The  late  professor  of  materia  medica 
had  a  distinguished  career  at  Edinburgh  University,  where 
he  studied  medicine.  After  taking  his  degree  of  M.D.  in 
1863  he  practised  for  some  time  in  London,  and  later  went  to 
Glasgow,  where  he  soon  acquired  a  large  clientele.  He  held 
the  appointment  for  some  years  of  physician  to  the  Glasgow 
Royal  Infirmary.  In  1876  'he  became  professor  of  medicine 
in  Anderson's  College.  Glasgow ;  and  in  1880,  when  the  chair 
of  materia  medica  and  therapeutics  in  the  University  of 
Glasgow  became  vacant,  Dr.  Charteris  was  appointed  to 
the  post.  He  was  well  known  by  his  book  on  "The 
Practice  of  Medicine,"  which  is  now  in  its  sixth  edition,  and 
by  his  handbook  on  health-resorts.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  he  some  years  ago  started  a  crusade  against  the  quality 
of  commercial  salicylic  acid  and  sodium  salicylate,  which  he 
alleged  to  be  impure,  and  in  conjunction  with  Professor 
Dunstan  he  proved  his  case,  and  the  introduction  of  the 
physiologically  pure  acid  was  the  result.  He  was  also  a 
persistent  advocate  of  chlorobrom  for  sea-sickness. 

Action  for  Slander  by  a  Chemist 

In  the  Court  of  Session  the  record  was  closed  on  Tuesday 
in  an  action  raised  before  Lord  Kincairney  at  the  instance  of 
Henry  Flockhart  Rowe.  manufacturing  chemist  and  aerated- 
water  manufacturer,  Solway  Street,  Annan,  against  Charles 
Watson,  solicitor.  Annan,  in  which  the  pursuer  seeks  pay- 
ment of  500/.  in  respect  of  alleged  slander.  The  dispute  is  in 
connection  with  a  trusteeship,  and  the  defender  claims 
privilege  in  regard  to  whatever  he  may  have  said  to  the  pur- 
suer's detriment. 

Fire    at    Bo'ness  Chemical-works. 

A  fire  resulting  in  great  damage  broke  out  in  the  chemical- 
works  at  Bo'ness  of  Messrs.  Thomas  Ovens  &  Sous,  of  Bo'ness 
and  Leith.  The  works  cover  between  three  and  four  acres 
of  ground.  The  fire  originated  in  a  bag-store,  and  spread  to 
a  warehouse  filled  with  manure.  On  the  top  of  this 
building  there  were  two  large  lead  tanks  covered  with  tarred 
wood,  containing  about  300  tons  of  sulphuric  acid. 
The  tarred  wood  readily  caught  fire,  and  the  lead  tanks 
melted,  with  the  result  that  the  sulphuric  acid  ran  out  and 
flooded  the  works,  and  the  public  road  was  soon  covered  to  a 
depth  of  several  inches  with  the  vitriol,  which  gave  off  suffo- 
cating fumes.  The  work  of  subduing  the  flames  was  conse- 
quently a  very  difficult  one,  for  although  the  sulphuricjacid 
prevented  the  fire  from  burning  too  fiercely,  it  had  the  effect 
of  destroying  the  hose.  Several  of  the  men  who  assisted  in 
I  subduing'  the   fire  were  badly  burned  by  the  acid.  The 
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damage,  which  is  covered  by  insurance,  is  estimated  at 
12,000^.,  and  a  large  number  of  men  will  be  temporarily 
thrown  out  of  work.

{From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Statue  foe  Lavoisiee.— A  committee,  with  M.  Berthelot 
=as  president,  has  been  formed  in  Paris,  with  the  object  of 
<erecting  a  statue  in  memory  of  Lavoisier.  The  site  suggested 
is  the  open  space  behind  the  Madeleine. 

M.  Beethelot  read  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences  on  Tues- 
day the  preface  of  a  new  work,  entitled  "  Thermo-chimie : 
Donnees  et  Lois  Numeriques,"  which  is  published  this  week. 
This  work  contains  the  results  of  at  least  thirty-five  years  of 
experiment  and  study,  and  has  been  impatiently  awaited  by 
the  whole  scientific  world. 

Phaemacist  and  Poet. — M.  Alfred  Leconte,  the  ex- 
pharmacist,  who  represents  the  Issoudun  arrondissement  in 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  has  just  published  a  poem  in  four 
cantos,  "  The  Mysteries  of  Flora,  or  the  Philosophy  of 
Sciences."  The  volume  contains  some  well-turned  alex- 
andrines. The  poet  is  a  man  of  72  years  of  age,  holding  the 
position  of  Judge  at  the  Tribunal  de  Commerce  and  General 
Councillor  in  his  district.    He  is  a  Radical  in  politics. 

The  Charity  Bazaah  Fiee. — The  official  list  of  persons 
who  rendered  special  service  at  the  Charity  Bazaar  fire  was 
made  public  last  week,  and  the  rescuers  were  entertained  at 
the  Paris  Town  Hall,  where  they  received  suitable  recogni- 
tion of  their  acts  of  devotion,  in  the  form  of  medals  and 
certificates.  Two  pharmacists,  M.  Broca,  13  rue  de  la 
Tremoille,  and  M.  Gourdel,  rue  de  Prony,  Paris,  received 
certificates,  as  also  did  M.  Moinet,  a  pharmacy  student. 
I  called  on  M.  Gourdel  last  Monday  to  learn  his  impressions 
of  the  catastrophe.  It  was  near  closing-time,  and  .the 
pharmacien  chatted  pleasantly  while  smoking  a  cigarette. 
He  is  a  short,  active-looking  man,  of  about  30.  "I  had 
been  visiting  some  relations  living  near  the  scene  of  the 
disaster,"  he  said,  "  and  on  my  way  back  I  called  at  Baron 
de  Rothschild's  stables,  which  are  just  opposite  where  the 
Bazaar  stood,  as  I  occasionally  supply  his  head  groom  with 
medicaments.  I  was  near  the  gate  when  suddenly  a  terrible 
glare  broke  out  opposite  like  a  tremendous  flash  of  sunlight, 
and  I  saw  that  the  Bazaar  was  on  fire.  The  heat  became  so 
intense  that  it  was  impossible  to  go  into  the  street.  Sud- 
denly a  crowd  of  terror-stricken  women  issued  from  the 
mass  of  flames  and  rushed  wildly  into  the  stable-yard.  Their 
dresses  were  alight,  and  with  the  other  men  I  assisted  in 
tearing  their  clothes  from  their  backs  and  trampling 
the  flames  cut.  More  women  rushed  out,  falling 
over  each  other  in  their  panic-stricken  haste.  1 
appeared  to  be  the  only  person  about  who  understood 
he  treatment  of  burns.  Fortunately  there  was  a  good  supply 
of  vaseline  at  hand,  which  we  used  freely,  binding  the  limbs 
with  serviettes.  One  lady,  the  wife  of  the  Spanish  Ambas- 
sador, had  her  back  literally  roasted,  so  that  it  was  as  dark 
as  my  oak  counter  here.  In  fact,  it  seemed  to  me  that  most 
of  my  patients  were  really  roasted,  and  not  merely  burned. 
The  agony  they  suffered  was  awful  to  contemplate.  The 
first  moment  I  had  free  I  rushed  to  the  telephone  and  called 
for  help  from  the  Beaujon  Hospital.  Several  surgeons 
quickly  arrived  and  took  charge  of  the  injured  ladies.  By 
that  time  the  charred  uprights  were  all  that  remained  of 
what  had  just  before  contained  the  flower  of  French  woman- 
hood." M.  Gourdel  drew  from  a  cardboard  case  a  simple 
sheet  of  paper,  the  translation  of  the  inscription  on  which  is 
as  follows : — •"  French  Republic.  Ministry  of  the  Interior. 
Reward  for  meritorious  actions.  Honourable  mention.  In 
the  name  of  the  President  of  the  Republic,  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Home  Department  has  awarded  an  honourable 
mention  to  M.  Irenee  Gourdel,  pharmacien  at  Paris,  who 
signalised  himself  on  May  4,  1897,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
fire  at  the  Charity  Bazaar,  rue  Jean  Goujon,  by  caring  for  a 
number  of  the  injured  persons.  This  testimony  of  official 
satisfaction  has  been  delivered  to  M.  Gourdel  as  a  means  of 
perpetuating  his  courageous  conduct."  Amongst  the  victims 
of  the  fire  was  a  Mme.  de  Vatimesnil,  who  was  an  amateur 


botanist  of  merit.  She  had  a  collection  of  rare  plants  ob- 
tained from  the  high  summits  of  the  Alps  and  Pyrenees 
mountains.  Her  brother-in-law,  Baron  de  Mackau,  has  just 
presented  this  collection  to  the  Paris  Museum. 


Colonial  ano  jforeian  mews. 


Fatal  Accident  at  Scheeing's  Factoey — On  the 
evening  of  Wednesday,  June  2,  a  carboy  containing  nitric 
acid  exploded  at  Schering's  Chemical- works  in  Berlin.  A 
number  of  other  vessels  containing  chemicals,  stored  in  the 
neighbourhood,  also  exploded,  and  part  of  the  works  took 
fire,  inflicting  considerable  damage.  Ten  firemen  were  over- 
come by  the  poisonous  fumes  and  rendered  seriously  ill:  one 
of  them  has  died.  A  later  report  states  that  altogether  three 
officers  and  fifty-seven  men  of  the  Berlin  Fire-brigade  have 
fallen  seriously  ill  owing  to  the  inhalation  of  noxious  gases 
from  the  burning  chemicals. 

"Busted"  oe  "Sunk"? — An  itinerant  quack  known  as 
"  Wanga  Sequah  "  was  sued  at  Kimberley  the  other  day  for 
6^.,  for  balance  of  money  lent,  and  the  cost  of  advertisements 
in  the  Kimberley  Register,  a.  defunct  publication  belonging  to 
the  plaintiffs,  Bowcock  &  Seddon.  It  was  stated  that 
plantiffs  lent  defendant  5/.  towards  the  cost  of  his  licence. 
The  Register  ceased  to  appear  on  the  day  after  the  publication 
of  the  defendant's  first  week's  advertisement,  but  there  was 
much  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  manner  of  its  decease. 
The  defendant  said  it  was  "  bust  up,"  while  the  plaintiffs  con- 
tended it  was  "  sunk  "  in  another  newspaper.  At  any  rate  the 
contract  for  advertising  was  not  fulfilled,  and  on  that  fact 
Wanga  Sequah  based  his  defence.  The  plaintiffs  were 
teetotallers  ;  "  Wanga  Sequah  "  admitted  that  he  was  not,  and 
the  Magistrate  said  he  preferred  the  memory  of  a  sober  man. 
Verdict  for  plaintiffs  with  costs. 

A  Sydney  Chemist  Censueed. — On  April  4  an  inquest 
was  held  at  Newcastle,  New  South  Wales,  respecting  the 
death  of  Eliza  Young  Hedley,  11  years  of  age,  who  resided 
with  her  parents  in  Hunter  Street  West.  On  the  day  before 
its  death  the  child,  while  bathing  in  the  harbour,  struck  a 
sharp  snag,  a  portion  of  which  penetrated  a  vital  part,  in- 
flicting a  dangerous  wound.  When  the  child  reached  home 
George  Strahan,  a  chemist,  of  Hunter  Street  West,  was  called 
in,  and  stitched  the  wound.  The  deceased  suffered  intense 
agony,  but  no  medical  man  was  called,  although  one  lived 
near.  The  chemist  called  several  times,  and  attempted  to 
treat  the  deceased,  who  died  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Dr.  John 
Harris,  Government  medical  officer,  deposed  that  death  was 
due  to  blood-poisoning,  consequent  upon  the  method  of  treat- 
ment adopted  by  Strahan.  The  wound  should  not  have  been 
stitched,  but  kept  open  until  the  foreign  matter  had  escaped. 
The  jury  found  that  death  was  due  to  blood-poisoning,  caused 
by  the  unskilful  treatment  by  the  chemist. 

Peofessoe  Koch  went  straight  to  Bombay  from  the  Cape 
as  a  member  of  the  German  Commission  there  which  is 
inquiring  into  the  bubonic  plague.  The  last  reports  from 
the  city  state  that  the  professor  has  gone  the  round  of  the 
Bombay  hospitals,  taking  observations  of  the  plague  cases 
and  their  treatment,  and  has  visited  the  German  experimental 
station  situated  at  the  rear  of  Government  House,  Parel, 
where  Professors  Gaft'ky  and  Pfiffer  demonstrated  to  him 
what  had  been  done  since  their  arrival,  and  went  over  the 
charts  and  clinical  records.  The  experiments  have  been  con- 
ducted on  almost  every  available  animal,  but  the  majority  of 
the  subjects  were  found  not  to  be  susceptible  to  true  plague. 
The  monkey  seems,  so  far  as  the  experiments  have  gone,  to 
be  the  animal  most  likely  to  give  typical  signs  of  the  plague. 
Professor  Koch  was  anxious  to  demonstrate  his  process  of 
immunising  cattle  against  rinderpest,  and  steps  have  been 
taken  to  communicate  his  wishes  to  the  Government  of  India, 
so  that  he  could  meet  Dr.  Lingard,  the  Imperial  bacteriolo- 
gist, in  connection  with  an  outbreak  of  rinderpest  said  to  be 
existing  near  Agra.

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THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held,  on  June  2, 
at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  at  3  p.m.  Present: 
Mr.  \V.  F.  Wells,  jun.  (President),  Mr.  Downes  (Vice-Presi- 
dent),. Messrs.  Be'ggs,  Conyngham,  Whitla  (Monaghan), 
Grindley,  Bernard,  Simpson,  Dr.  Walsh,  and  Professor 
Tichborne. 

Me.  Charles  Evans's  Kesignation. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Charles  Evans  stated  that,  whilst  he 
felt  indebted  to  the  Council  for  their  kindness  in  desiring 
him  to  remain  a  member,  he  preferred  not  to  recall  his 
resignation. 

The  President  :  After  that,  wTe  have  nothing  to  do  but 
accept  Mr.  Evans's  resignation  with  regret.  He  was  a  very 
useful  member  of  the  Council,  and  when  he  was  President 
he  gave  more  of  his  time  to  the  business  of  the  Society  than 
any  other  President  who  preceded  him. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Conyngham,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Whitla,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Evans  was  accepted  with 
great  regret. 

Co-opting  his  Successor. 

The  President  said  they  had  now  to  co-opt  a  member  of 
the  Council  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Evans. 

Mr.  Grindley  proposed  Mr.  William  Dempsey  Porter, 
M.P.S.I.,  Phipsborough.  This  nomination  was  seconded  by 
the  Vice-President. 

Mr.  Conyngham  suggested  that  a  druggist  might  be 
chosen,  Mr.  Turkington  being  the  only  representative  of  the 
druggists  on  the  Board  now. 

The  Peesident  said  an  understanding  was  come  to  some 
years  ago  that  when  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  retired  from 
the  Council  he  should  be  replaced  by  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  and  a  retiring  registered  druggist  by  a  registered 
druggist.  That  principle  was  departed  from  on  two 
occasions  in  order  to  get  on  registered  druggists,  but  it  was 
most  desirable  to  get  on  Dublin  men.  as  at  the  last  two  or 
three  meetings  they  had  had  to  wait  a  long  time  in  order  to 
get  a  quorum. 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  How  can  you  expect  drug-gists  to  sub- 
scribe if  they  have  not  a  representation  on  the  Council  1 

The  President  :  I  do  not  agree  that  they  have  no  repre- 
sentation. A  large  majority  of  them  consider  that  they  are 
very  well  represented  by  pharmaceutical  chemists.  Our 
interests  are  identical. 

The  motion  for  the  co-option  of  Mr.  Porter  was  put  and 
carried  nem.  con. 

The  Lord-Lieutenant  Eeduces  a  Penalty. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Dogherty,  Under-Secretary,  Dublin 
Castle,  intimated  that  in  the  case  of  the  appeal  to  the  Lords 
Justices  of  the  Enniscorthy  Co-operative  Agricultural  Society 
(Limited)  to  reduce  a  fine  of  5^.  imposed  on  their  assistant 
for  an  unlawful  sale  of  sheep-dip,  on  a  full  consideration  of 
all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  Lord-Lieutenant  had 
been  pleased  to  reduce  the  fine  to  3/. 

The  President  :  On  the  instructions  of  the  Council  the 
Vice-President  and  I  drafted  a  letter  to  the  Lords  Justices  in 
reply  to  theirs,  in  which  we  stated  our  case,  which  was  a 
very  strong  one.  The  Castle  authorities  have  now  reduced 
the  penalty.  It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  very  little  use  in 
our  spending  our  energies  and  our  money  in  prosecuting  at 
all.  The  Castle  seems  to  be  determined  that  the  law-breakers 
shall  go  scot  free. 

Professor  Tichborne  :  Their  letter  gives  some  reason,  I 
suppose  1 

The  President  :  No  reason  whatever.  There  is  an  old 
saying  in  Ireland  that  there  is  one  law  for  the  rich  and 
another  for  the  poor ;  but  unless  one  is  brought  into  close 
contact  with  the  working  of  the  law  one  is  not  disposed  to 
believe  such  a  thing.  A  few  weeks  ago  a  poor  ignorant 
woman  was  prosecuted  for  selling  ether,  and  fined  5/.  Of 
course,  she  was  rightly  fined  ;  but  neither  the  Magistrates 
nor  the  Castle  had  any  pity  upon  her. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  Did  she  appeal  for  a  reduction  of  the 
p?nalty  ? 

The  President  :  No. 


Mr.  Bernard  :  Then  how  could  the  penalty  have  been 
reduced  when  no  opportunity  was  given  of  doing  so  ? 

The  President  said  that  in  the  case  of  this  woman  the 
law  was  carried  out  because  the  unlawful  sale  of  ether 
affected  the  revenue.  In  the  other  case  they  had  a  memorial 
from  Magistrates  who  decided  the  case,  and  some  of  whom 
were  members  of  the  defendant  company,  and  were,  in  fact, 
the  real  defendants  themselves.  According  to  the  evidence 
of  Professor  Tichborne,  enough  arsenic  was  sold  in  that  case 
to  have  poisoned  1,600  people;  yet  the  Castle  authorities 
seem  to  consider  the  offence  a  small  one.  That  prosecution  cost 
the  Council  121.,  but  they  will  only  now  receive  21.  That 
was  not  much  encouragement  to  them  to  carry  out  the  Acts. 
It  was  a  matter  for  grave  consideration  whether  they  ought 
to  institute  prosecutions  at  all,  if  the  Castle  authorities 
would  not  allow  offenders  to  be  punished. 

Mr.  Conyngham  said  he  would  not  like  to  let  it  go  forth 
from  the  Council  that  in  their  opinion  there  was  one  law  for 
the  rich  and  another  for  the  poor.  He  maintained  that  there 
was  law  for  the  poor,  and  that  the  poor  had  the  best  of  it. 

The  President  :  I  mentioned  to  a  magistrate  in  England 
a  few  of  the  cases  that  had  occurred  here,  and  he  hardly 
credited  that  such  things  would  be  allowed  to  happen  in  this 
country. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  Was  he  an  Irish  magistrate  ? 

The  President  :  He  was  an  English  magistrate. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  He  would  need  to  be  Irish  in  order  to- 
understand  this  country.  It  is  hardly  fair  to  blame  the 
Castle  authorities  for  not  reducing  the  fine  in  a  case  in 
which  there  was  no  appeal.  I  do  not  think  we  should  get 
into  loggenheads  with  the  Castle  or  offend  them. 

The  Peesident  :  That  is  not  what  I  complain  of ;  I  merely 
compared  the  two  cases.  But  are  we  to  go  cn  knocking  our 
heads  against  a  stone  wall  ? 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  If  a  prosecution  costs  us  121.  and  we- 
only  get  21.,  I  do  not  see  why  we  should  waste  the  funds  of 
the  licentiates  for  the  benefit  of  the  Government. 

The  Peesident  :  I  am  putting  it  that  way  exactly.  The- 
chairman  of  the  company  in  question  was  one  of  the 
Magistrates,  and  he  had  not  the  manliness  to  sign  the- 
memorial  himself,  but  let  the  vice-chairman,  Mr.  Codd,  sign 
it.  The  name  of  the  secretary  of  that  company  is  Death. 
The  whole  thing  means  "  death "  to  the  Society  and  a . 
"  codd  "  to  the  law.  (Laughter.) 

The  Council  and  the  Queen. 
A  letter  from  the  Home  Secretary  intimated  that  he  would 
be  prepared  to  submit  to  the  Queen  the  address  proposed  to- 
be  forwarded  by  the  Council  to  her  Majesty,  a  copy  of  which 
was  forwarded  to  him. 

Apothecaries  as  Phabmaceutical  Chemists. 

Dr.  Henry  Arthur  Hadden,  L.A.H.,  wrote  requesting  to  be 
registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  His  letter  stated 
that  he  was  a  fully  qualified  medical  man,  and  the  holder  by 
examination  of  the  degree  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin. 
He  was  the  proprietor  of  Hadden's  Medical  Hall,  Wexford 
and  his  letter  enclosed  a  form  of  declaration  with  regard  to- 
his  apprenticeship  with  the  late  Mr.  Webb,  L.P.S.I. 

The  President  said  the  Act  required  that  any  apothecary 
who  sought  to  be  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
should  have  obtained  his  diploma  as  an  apothecary  under 
the  Apothecaries  Act  of  1791.  But  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
— as  he  and  other  members  of  a  deputation  to  them  had 
been  informed — did  not  work  under  that  Act  now.  Dr. 
Hadden  should  show  that  he  obtained  his  diploma  under 
that  Act.  The  proper  course  for  the  Council  to  take  was  to- 
refuse  the  application,  and  let  Dr.  Hadden  apply  to  the 
Queen's  Bench  Division,  and  the  legal  question  involved 
would  be  conclusively  settled  there. 

Professor  Tichborne  did  not  see  what  the  Council  would 
gain  by  refusing  this  application.  The  gentleman  would 
probably  become  a  member  of  and  subscriber  to  the- 
Society. 

Mr.  Conyngham  maintained  that  the  Council  were  bound 
to  treat  Dr.  Hadden  as  an  apothecary. 

The  Vice-President  moved  that  the  application  be  not 
complied  with.  It  was  reported  to  the  Council  that  tbe- 
Apothecaries'  Hall  had  been  registering  medical  men  prac- 
tically on  their  application  and  on  an  examination,  although, 
they  had  had  no  practical  experience  in  pharmacy. 
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Mr.  Grindley  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Conyngham  maintained  that  as  an  apothecary  Dr. 
Hadden  was  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist. 

After  some  further  discussion, 

It  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  the  Vice-President, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Grindlby,  that  the  application  of  Dr. 
Hadden  be  not  complied  with  pending  his  showing  the 
Council  that  he  is  a  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
under  the  provisions  of  their  Act  of  1791,  and  also  pending 
the  reply  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  to  the  deputation  of  the 
Council  who  waited  on  them. 

The  Bankruptcy  Coubt  and  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Letters  were  read  from  Mr.  Alexander  Knox  Mclntyre, 
Official  Assignee  of  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  in  Ireland,  in 
reference  to  a  matter  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Council 
had  been  directed  at  their  last  meeting.  In  the  case  of  an 
arranging  debtor  in  the  Court,  who  was  a  registered  druggist 
and  qualified  to  sell  poisons,  a  person  had  been  appointed 
under  the  Court  as  manager  who  was  not  qualified  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  a  registered  druggist  or  to  sell  poisons. 
In  reply  to  a  communication  from  the  Council  on  the  subject, 
Mr.  Mclntyre  stated  that  the  debtor's  principal  business  was 
in  the  hardware  line ;  that  the  manager's  function  was  of  a 
general  character,  and  would  not  involve  the  withdrawal  of 
the  business  of  druggist  from  the  arranging  debtor,  who 
would  attend  to  it  personally ;  and  that  the  Official  Assignee 
had  warned  the  manager  not  to  interfere  with  that  depart- 
ment. A  letter  from  the  manager  that  he  would  attend  to 
that  direction  was  enclosed. 

The  President  said  this  was  a  very  satisfactory  com- 
munication. Mr.  Mclntyre  had  met  the  Council  in  a  very 
friendly  spirit.    It  was  all  they  wanted. 

Donations 

were  received  from  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria  of  a  copy 
of  their  report  for  1896,  and  from  Dr.  J.  Barker  Smith  of  a 
copy  of  a  work  by  him. 

Thanks  were  voted  to  the  donors. 

Circular  to  Licentiates. 

A  draft  of  a  circular  letter  intended  to  be  sent  to  licen- 
tiates of  the  Society,  and  to  druggists,  inviting  them  to 
support  the  Society,  was  adopted. 

Company  Pharmacy. 

In  relation  to  some  queries  which  Dr.  McWalter  had  for- 
warded to  the  Council,  and  which  were  referred  to  the  Law 
Committee,  it  was  now  resolved,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Law  Committee,  that  Dr.  McWalter  be  informed  that 
these  were  questions  which  would  have  to  be  decided  by  a 
court  of  law,  when  they  should  arise,  and  that  it  was  not 
for  the  Council  to  express  or  furnish  opinions  about 
them. 

The  Chemistry  Examiner. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Beggs,  seconded  by  Dr.  Walsh,  Mr. 
A.  L.  Doran,  L.P.S.I.,  was  re-elected  examiner  in  pharma- 
ceutical and  general  chemistry. 

Membership. 

Mr.  William  A.  Maxwell,  of  Castle  Street,  Dalkey,  near 
Dublin,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Society ;  and  Dr. 
William  P.  Connolly,  of  Mitchelstown,  was  nominated  for 
membership. 

Seats  on  the  Council. 

Mr.  Bernard  asked  whether  it  would  not  be  possible  to 
give  the  licentiates  and  druggists  better  notice  of  the  occur- 
rence of  vacancies  on  the  Council  than  they  had  at  present, 
so  that  they  might  be  in  a  better  position  to  put  forward 
candidates. 

The  President  said  that  whenever  vacancies  occurred  it 
was  the  business  of  the  Council  to  co-opt  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  their  Act  of  Parliament.  If  Mr.  Bernard  would 
give  the  names  of  a  couple  of  good  men  who  would  be  willing 
to  serve,  the  Council  would  be  glad  to  find  seats  for  them  if 
possible.  He  (the  President)  knew  that  there  were  a  couple  of 
men  in  Belfast  who  would  be  glad  to  serve. 

The  Vice-President  said  he  would  be  glad  to  see  some 
men  from  the  south  and  west  on  the  Council. 


1  The  President  said  that  on  the  occurrence  of  former 
vacancies  that  part  of  the  country  was  appealed  to,  and  did 
not  respond. 

The  Council  then  adjourned. 


SAVING  one  item,  the  programme  of  last  week's  meeting  con- 
tained nothing  which  would  tempt  the  pharmacist  to  spend 
the  evening  in  the  torpidity  of  Burlington  House.  One  is 
never  sure,  however,  what  may  turn  up  at  the  Chemical 
Society's  meetings,  for  the  dullest-looking  subjects  occasion- 
ally become  of  first-class  importance,  and  as  long  as 
Mendeleeff  blanks  exist  in  the  scheme  of  man's  discoveries, 
so  long  may  some[element-finding  person  appear  unexpectedly. 
There  may  not  be  inducement  enough  in  that  argument  to 
make  pharmaceutical  Fellows  attend  more  regularly,  but  it  is 
just  those  persons  who  miss  good  things,  and  there  was  one 
last  week — viz.,  the  rare  phenomenon  of  a  joint  author  of  a 
paper  getting  up  after  the  paper  has  been  communicated, 
and  contradicting  some  statements  made  in  it !  Mr.  Spencer 
Pickering,  M.A.,  F.E.S.,  the  authority  on  solution-theories 
and  fruit-culture,  did  that.  Mr.  Horace  T.  Brown,  F.R.S., 
and  he  communicated  two  papers  on,  let  us  say  for  brevity, 

The  Heat  of^Caebohydrate  Hydrolysis. 

Mr.  Brown  did  the  reading,  and  when  we  state  the  gist  of 
the  papers  the  effect  of  Mr.  Pickering's  interruption  will  be- 
appreciated.  When  starch  and  sugaars  undergo  hydrolysis  or 
enter  into  solution,  it  is  observed  tfeat  the  optical  properties- 
of  the  solutions  waver  markedly,  the  rotation  of  the 
solution  of  the  alpha  form  being  different  from  that  of  the 
beta  form,  into  which  hydrolysis  converts  it,  and  it  takes- 
some  time  before  the  beta  form  is  reached.  This  phenomenon 
is  generally  called  birotation,  but  the  authors  preferred  to- 
call  it  multirotation,  because  it  is  not  a  sharp  change  from 
one  condition  into  a  second,  but  a  series  of  small  changes. 
It  is  not  a  well-understood  matter,  and  in  the  hope  of  seeing 
whether  any  thermal  effects  are  observable  during  the  process 
the  authors  studied  the  thing,  with  the  result,  generally  stated, 
that  thermal  changes  were  found  to  occur  along  with  the 
optical  disturbances.  Thus  in  the  hydrolysis  of  dextrose  0'55£ 
smallheatcalory  pergrammeof  substance  was  liberated  ;  in  the 
caseof  levulose  4  64  s.h.c.  were  absorbed  ;  and  lactose  absorbed 
0  19.  There  was  no  heat-disturbance  with  maltose.  These 
phenomena  support  the  observation  that  the  changes  in 
opticity  are  the  direct  result  of  molecular  change.  What  is 
the  nature  of  the  latter  ?  Is  it  the  entrance  of  crystals  into- 
solution,  and  passage  to  the  amorphous  condition,  as  Pasteur 
supposed,  or  something  like  polymerisation  and  breaking 
down  again  ?  The  authors  discussed  these  problems,  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  multirotation  is  the  effect  of 
chemical  change  due  to  combination  of  the  sugar  with  the- 
solvent,  somewhat  similar  to  the  change  observed  on  treating 
acetaldehyde  or  chloral  with  water ;  and  their  observations 
on  acetaldehyde,  and  comparison  of  the  results  with  the- 
sugar  results,  made  them  suggest  that  the  sugars  which 
exhibit  multirotation  contain  a  formyl  group. 

Much  other  detail  was  submitted  in  support  of  this  hydra- 
tion theory  of  multirotation,  but  we  must  stop  here  to  bring 
in  Mr.  Pickering's  denial  of  the  theory.  We  have  not  men- 
tioned that  the  authors  found  that  the  addition  of  a  trace  of 
alkali  (say,  03  per  cent,  of  ammonia)  sufficed  to  expedite  the- 
thermal  change  and  facilitate  the  calorimetric  readings.  The 
alkali  has  no  chemical  influence  upon  the  aldehyde.  Mr. 
Pickering  now  said  that  the  optical  changes  in  the  aldehyde- 
and-water  solution  are  not  due  to  hydration  of  the  aldehyde,, 
but  to  a  continuous  union  and  disunion  of  the  alkali  molecules 
and  the  water  molecules.  Solution  of  ammonia  is  never  at 
rest ;  NH4HO  is  continually  breaking  up  into  NH3  and  H.,0 
and  reuniting  again  ;  besides,  the  water-molecules  themselves 
are  continually  shifting.  You  may  have  some  of  it  as  H20, 
HjO,,  Hs04,  H1608,  &c,  the  larger  molecules  exploding  into 
smaller  dnes,  reuniting,  and  exploding  again,  and  when  a 
substance,  such  as  an  alkali,  is  present,  optical  disturbance 
results. 

Returning  to  the  communications.  The  second  one  re- 
corded thermal  observations  made  upon  the  action  of  malt- 
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diastase,  pancreatic-diastase,  Taka-diastase,  and  saliva  on 
starch.  The  products  of  the  action  of  pancreatin  on  starch 
(confined  to  half-an-hour's  action)  are  the  same  as  those  of 
malt-digestion,  therefore  the  reactions  are  comparable  ;  but 
Taka-diastase  has  such  energetic  action  that  the  results  are 
not  comparable.  Saliva  was  found  to  be  useless  for  com- 
parison. The  broad  results  were  that  the  heat  liberated  in 
starch-hydrolysis  by  means  of  malt  enzyme  is  propor- 
tional to  the  water  fixed,  maltose  formed,  or  amylene  con- 
verted. With  pancreatin  the  amount  of  heat  is  less,  but 
why,  the  authors  could  not  tell ;  while  with  Taka-diastase 
the  heat  liberated  is  feeble,  probably  because  dextrose  is 
formed,  so  that  there  may  be  a  neutralising  absorption. 
The  enzyme  acts  by  uniting  with  the  carbohydrate  effecting 
hydrolysis,  then  the  water  present  breaks  down  the  com- 
bination, and  the  enzyme  is  free  to  unite  with  more  carbo- 
hydrate, and  so  on. 

Mr.  Ling  and  Dr.  Kipping  asked  a  question  or  two  which 
were  inconsequent,  and  the  meeting  passed  on  to 

Camphok. 

Dr.  F.  Stanley  Kipping  received  a  mild  oration  when 
he  rose  to  communicate  the  gist  of  the  three  papers  by  him 
and  Mr.  Pope,  for  that  day  he  had  been  elected  an  F.R.S. 
Dr.  Kipping  began  with  his  usual  humorous  apology  for 
intruding  the  old  subject,  and  if  an  apology  to  an  audience 
of  specialists  was  necessary,  there  is  nothing  in  polite 
literature  to  excuse  us  for  persisting  in  the  intrusion  upon 
an  audience  whose  chief  regard  for  camphor  is  to  sell  it. 
The  interest  in  these  papers  was  crystallographic,  and  the 
data  led  up  to  a  discussion  of  racemism — that  peculiar 
family  relationship  amongst  crystals  under  which  particular 
substances  are  constantly  eluding  identity,  if  they  are  not 
tied  (in  the  chemical  sense)  with  pink  and  blue  ribbons. 
There  are  two  sulpho-chlorides  of  camphor  of  this  nature  ; 
both  are  tetrahedrons,  absolutely  indistinguishable  from 
each  other  so  far  as  appearance  goes,  and  they  have  many 
other  characteristics  in  common,  but  differing  in  one  being 
a  fiery-tempered  chap,  apt  to  get  up  in  a  fizz  on  the  slightest 
provocation,  while  the  other  is  mild-mannered,  and  careless 
about  how  one  treats  him  :  that  is  to  say,  their  melting- 
points  differ.  And  why?  Because  they  are  built  differently, 
eaid  Dr.  Kipping  ;  and  he  put  it  this  way  : —

These  are  the  centres  of  the  formulas,  and  the  most 
untutored  mind  can  understand  that  it  is  easier  to  creep 
below  the  wing  of  the  left  one  than  to  hop  over  it,  and  the 
right  one  vice  versa,  which  is  about  the  way  polarised  light 
acts  when  it  has  to  negotiate  the  substances.  Dr.  Kipping 
proceeded  to  speak  of  some  camphor  derivatives  which  were 
obtainable  in  two  or  three  crystalline  forms  (i.e.,  a  single 
active  derivative  crystallised  in  three  ways),  and  that  made 
a  fitting  prelude  to  the  question,  What  do  you  mean  when 
you  speak  of  racemism  ?  Three  things,  he  replied.  First, 
you  have  a  mixture  of  right-handed  and  left-banded  crystals 
which  neutralise  each  other ;  that  is  not  true  racemism. 
Second,  you  have  racemism  proper,  which  is  exhibited  only 
by  homogeneous  crystalline  compounds  consisting  of  two 
antipodes.  And,  third,  you  have  pseudo-racemism,  which  is 
a  non-homogeneous  crystalline  compound  consisting  of  two 
antipodes.  Often  when  the  antipodes  have  been  separated 
their  identity  is  determined  by  the  melting-point,  but  that 
is  no  guide,  said  Dr.  Kipping,  because  the  heat  suffices  to 
■change  the  crystalline  structure.  Much  else  was  said  which 
could  be  written  down,  but  we  give  this  only  as  a  sample 
•of  the  sort  of  thing  which  makes  a  man  an  F.R.S.,  and  in 
the  hope  that  those  who  glibly  speak  of  such  equations  as 
'Zn  +  H..SO,  =  ZnS04  +  H,  may  be  able  to  appreciate  the 
fact  that  they  do  not  know  everything. 

Dr.  H.  A.  D.  Jowett,  of  the  Wellcome  Research  Labora- 
•tories,  was  called  upon  to  read  the  next  paper,  on 


Some  New  Gold  Salts  of  the  Solaxaceous 
Alkaloids. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour  Dr.  Jowett  communi- 
cated the  results  of  his  research  in  the  briefest  manner.  The 
inquiry  arose  from  an  attempt  to  prepare  hyoscine  auri- 
chloride from  the  hydrobromide  of  this  base  by  adding  gold 
chloride  to  the  aqueous  solution  of  the  salt  acidulated  with 
hydrochloric  acid.  When  the  experiment  was  carried  out  in 
this  way,  Dr.  Jowett  was  surprised  to  find  that,  instead  of 
the  usual  yellow  precipitate  of  hyoscine  aurichloride,  a 
beautiful  red  substance  was  precipitated.  Possibility  of  im- 
purity of  the  reagents  having  been  excluded,  Dr.  Jowett 
proceeded  to  examine  the  red  substance,  and  found  that  it 
could  be  obtained  in  a  well-defined  crystalline  form  ;  further 
analysis  showed  that  the  substance  contained  bromine  as 
well  as  chlorine.  The  purified  crystals  yielded  analytical 
data  corresponding  to  the  formula  B.HBr.AuCl3,  where  B. 
represents  the  alkaloidal  base.  Atropine  and  hyoscyamine 
hydrobromides  yield  compounds  of  similar  constitution, 
differing  in  shades  of  colour.  The  effect  of  working  with 
solutions  of  varying  strength  and  in  presence  of  acids  was 
tried,  but  the  only  notable  point  mentioned  in  regard  to 
these  results  occurs  when  the  experiment  is  conducted  in 
presence  of  hydrobromic  acid.  When  the  solution  of 
gold  chloride  is  added  to  that  of  hyoscine  hydrobromide  in 
presence  of  excess  of  hydrobromic  acid  a  chocolate  precipi- 
tate is  formed  ;  this  is  hyoscine  auribromide,  B.HBr.AuBr.,. 
As  far  as  Dr.  Jowett  has  been  able  to  ascertain,  no  previous 
mention  of  these  compounds  occurs  in  chemical  literature, 
but  Mr.  Greenaway  had  brought  to  his  notice  a  paper  deal- 
ing with  the  formation  of  a  peculiar  substance  by  the  addi- 
tion of  platinic  chloride  to  potassium  bromide.  The  com- 
position of  this  substance  is  undecided  :  it  is  either  a  definite 
chemical  compound  of  formula  K2PtCl,Br2,  or  an  isomorphous 
mixture  of  two  molecules  potassium  chlorplatinate,  K2PtCls, 
and  one  molecule  potassium  bromplatinate,  K2PtBr,j.  Can 
these  new  alkaloidal  compounds  be  of  similar  composition? 
Dr.  Jowett  did  not  think  so,  because  he  always  obtained 
them  of  identical  crystalline  form,  of  invariable  melting- 
point,  and  on  treatment  with  sulphuretted  hydrogen  the 
hydrochloric  radicle  was  eliminated  and  the  alkaloid  obtained 
as  hydrobromide,  as  might  be  expected  with  a  compound 
such  as  B.HBr.AuCI,,,  but  not  with  one  built  on  the  type  of 
K.,PtCl4Br._, — i.e.,  a  mixture  of  three  molecules  aurichloride, 
B.HAuCl,,  and  one  molecule  of  auribromide,  B.HAuBr,. 

Dr.  Jowett  exhibited  samples  of  the  new  compounds,  and 
Professor  Dunstan  complimented  him  on  the  importance  of 
his  observations,  corroborating,  as  far  as  he  could  from 
memory,  the  statement  that  the  compounds  had  not  pre- 
viously been  described. 

Abstracts  of  two  other  papers  having  been  read  by  the 
junior  Secretary,  the  meeting  adjourned.

THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  held  on  June  3  at  the  Grand  Hotel, 
Birmingham,  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  (President)  in  the  chair.  The 
Chairman  moved  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report  (which 
we  noticed  last  week).  Mr.  A.  Southall,  in  seconding,  said 
the  meetings  had  been  rather  more  successful  than  usual. 
The  scientific  side  was  not  quite  so  popular  as  it  ought  to  be. 
They  wanted  more  power  to  compel  students  to  work  a  little 
harder.  He  supposed  when  they  got  the  curriculum  they 
would  do  better  in  that  way,  but  that  seemed  far  off.  The 
Trade  Committee,  whose  report  was  a  new  feature,  seemed 
tu  have  done  good  work ;  and  Birmingham  had  been 
honoured  by  one  of  their  number  being  appointed  President 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  for  the  coming  year.  That  Association  had 
shown  their  power  in  the  election  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Carteighe,  one  of  their  most 
popular  men,  had  been  placed  at  the  bottom  of  the  list 
because  he  refused  to  join  the  P.A.T.A.  That  was  an  un- 
usual experience  for  Mr.  Carteighe,  and  he  (Mr.  Southall) 
hoped  it  would  be  the  means  of  influencing  him  to  join  the 
P.A.T.A.  Comparatively  few  new  members  had  joined  the 
Association,  and  chemists  were  very  backward  in  seeing

that  by  combination  they  might  be  a  great  power  in  the 
country. 

Mr.  C.  Thompson  speaking  as  an  old  secretary,  described 
the  report  as  the  best  that  had  ever  been  presented.  It  had 
given  great  satisfaction  to  members,  and  had  already  been 
the  means  of  influencing  several  gentlemen  to  become 
members,  showing  as  it  did  that  the  Association  was  accom- 
plishing some  really  good  and  useful  work.  The  profits  of  the 
annual  ball  were  61.  3.s.  9d.,  but  there  was  no  reason  why  they 
should  not  be  four  times  that  amount  if  the  stewards  took  a 
little  more  interest  in  it.  In  connection  with  the  Recreation 
Section,  he  suggested  that  a  garden-party  might  be  or- 
ganised in  honour  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee.

Barclay,  M.  Magor,  A.  Southall,  C.  Thompson,  T.  C.  Chap- 
man, F.  H.  Alcock ;  Wolverhampton,  F.  J.  Gibson ;  Hands- 
worth,  F.  Smith  ;  North  Warwickshire,  G.  Johnson. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Weaver  (Wolverhampton), 
seconded  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Blunt,  and  supported  by  the  Chair- 
man, a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  all  the  firms  which  had 
supported  the  P.A.T.A.  movement.  Mr.  Weaver  noted  with 
satisfaction  that  a  gentleman  of  the  standing  of  Mr.  Southall 
had  shown  himself  in  sympathy  with  the  P.A.T.A. 

The  Chairman  said  that  chemists,  whether  engaged  in 
high-class,  middle-class,  or  low-class  pharmacy,  were  all 
glad  to  get  a  profit  on  patent  medicines  if  they  could,  and 
the  only  means  of  getting  that  profit  was  through  the 
P.A.T.A. 

The  annual  supper,  which  followed  the  meeting,  was  a 
pleasant  gathering.  Mr.  Gibson  again  presided,  and  among 
those  in  attendance  were  Messrs.  Jeffrey  Poole,  A.  Southall, 
F.  H.  Prosser,  C.  Thompson,  W.  Jones,  C.  F.  Jarvis,  J.  C. 
Mackenzie,  Dr.  T.  Wilson,  &c.  The  toast  of  "The  Queen" 
having  been  given  from  the  chair  and  loyally  acknowledged, 
Mr.  Thompson  proposed  "The  Benevolent  Fund."  He  alluded 
to  the  great  good  the  fund  was  doing  for  pharmacists  and 
their  widows,  and  added  that  while  Birmingham  had  sub- 
scribed fairly  well  so  far,  they  were  still  behind  Manchester 
and  Liverpool.  Fifteen  of  the  old  subscribers  had  doubled 
their  subscriptions,  and  there  were  twenty-five  new  sub- 
scribers. In  order  to  give  every  member  of  the  profession 
in  Birmingham  an  opportunity  of  subscribing,  the  fund 
would  remain  open  till  the  end  of  June.

A  capital 
musical  programme  was  given  during  the  evening.

Calf-lymph. 

Mr.  Carlile  has  brought  in  a  Bill  to  amend  the  vaccination 
laws,  by  providing  a  compulsory  supply  of  calf-lymph  under 
Government  control,  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  Ageicultueal  Membebs  and  the  Food 
and  Deugs  Bill. 

Mr.  Jeffreys  has  put  down  a  notice  to  ask  Mr.  Balfour 
whether  he  has  received  a  copy  of  the  unanimous  resolution 
passed  by  the  Central  Chamber  of  Agriculture  in  favour  of 
the  promised  Bill  dealing  with  the  adulteration  of  food-pro- 
ducts, and  whether  he  can  state  when  the  Bill  will  be  intro- 
duced. Mr.  Balfour  has  already  promised  that  the  Bill  shall 
be  introduced  this  session,  but  he  held  out  no  prospect  of  its 
being  proceeded  with  unless  "universal  enthusiasm"  is 
shown  in  its  favour. 

Woekmen  (Compensation  foe  Accidents)  Bill. 
W  This  Bill  was  got  through  Committee  before  the  House 
rose  for  the  Whitsuntide  recess.  The  report  stage  is  to  be 
set  up  early  in  July,  and  is  likely  to  be  somewhat  protracted, 
for  many  of  the  representatives  of  the  employers  regard  the 
measure  with  uneasy  feelings,  because  of  its  problematical 
and  experimental  character,  whilst  many  of  the  representa- 


tives of  the  workmen  feel  that  the  Bill  has  been  greatly 
weakened  by  some  concessions  made  by  the  Government  to 
the  employers'  interest.  One  of  these  was  moved  by  Mr. 
Chamberlain,  in  the  form  of  an  amendment  to  provide  that 
after  the  weekly  payments  to  a  permanently  injured  man  have 
been  continued  for  twelve  months  the  future  liability  may 
be  commuted,  on  the  application  to  the  arbitrator  of  either 
the  workman  or  the  employer,  by  the  payment  of  a  lump 
sum,  to  be  fixed  by  the  arbitrator,  but  not  to  exceed  the  total 
payments  for  six  years. 

The  Excise  Licences  Bill. 

Viscount  Peel  has  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  a 
lengthy  Bill,  covering  65  pages,  under  the  above  title.  The 
object  of  the  Bill  is  to  consolidate  the  numerous  enactments 
relating  to  the  duties  payable  upon  Excise  licences.  No 
attempt  whatever  is  made  to  amend  the  law  in  any  respect. 
The  Excise  duties  were  first  imposed  by  the  Long  Parlia- 
ment as  a  temporary  expedient  for  raising  money  ;  but,  like 
the  income-tax,  of  more  modern  date,  the  temporary  visitor 
seems  to  have  come  to  stay.  There  are  said  to  be  nearly 
two  hundred  Acts  on  the  statute-book  relating  to  Excise 
duties,  and  it  would  be  a  very  valuable  service  if  the  whole 
of  these  could  be  reduced  to  a  single  statute,  however 
long.  The  present  attempt  is  only  an  instalment  of  this 
very  desirable  object.  It  consolidates  only  those  Acts  or 
parts  of  Acts  which  relate  to  licences ;  it  avoids  altogether 
any  reference  to  the  duties  on  exciseable  articles,  and  it  does 
not  touch  the  general  law  of  licensing  by  justices  and  local 
authorities.  The  present  Bill  proposes  to  repeal  twenty-two 
Acts  entirely,  and  portions  of  fifty-three  others.

WE  are  frequently  asked  by  subscribers  to  give  our  views 
in  a  brief  reply  as  to  the  advisability  of  setting  up  a 
small  plant  for  the  home  production  of  aerated  waters ;  and 
it  is  suggested  that  we  might  at  the  same  time  recommend 
such  a  plant  as  we  think  suitable.  Now  it  is  obvious  in  the 
first  place  that  a  great  many  individual  circumstances  need 
to  be  taken  into  account  before  an  opinion  of  any  value  on 
such  a  subject  can  be  offered.  Questions  of  capital,  space, 
assistance,  time,  clientele,  and  personal  energy  all  need  to 
be  considered.  A  plant  which  would  suit  one  chemist  might 
be  of  little  use  to  another,  and  one  man  might  succeed  under 
circumstances  wherein  another  would  inevitably  fail.  To  a 
large  number  of  chemists  the  best  advice  is  to  leave  the 
manufacture  alone,  and  content  themselves  with  an  agency 
for  one  or  more  popular  brands.  Many  men  can  use  their 
talents  to  far  better  advantage  than  in  making  ginger-beer. 
And  to  all  who  have  contemplated  the  establishment  of  an 
aerated-water  factory,  either  on  a  large  or  small  scale,  we 
invariably  recommended  a  study  of  the  catalogues,  and,  if 
possible,  a  personal  visit  to  the  experienced  makers  of 
machinery,  who  in  our  pages  and  by  other  means  offer  their 
assistance. 

It  is,  however,  an  undoubted  fact  that  the  aerated- water 
business  has  been  for  many  years  past  a  rapidly  growing 
one.  The  production  has  probably  multiplied  itself  a 
thousandfold  in  the  Queen's  ^reign,  and  it  [has  not  stopped 
growing  yet  by  any  means.  At  one  time  the  trade  was 
looked  upon  mainly  as  catering  for  the  teetotalers,  but  at 
present  it  is  doubtful  whether,  taking  the  year  all  round, 
the  whisky  men  are  not  greater  consumers  of  the  sparkling 
diluents  than  their  more  temperate  rivals.  In  any  case  the 
trade  is  one  which  is  a  direct  descendant  of  the  chemist's 
business,  and  it  is  one  which  chemists  should  hold  on  to  with 
a  set  purpose  to  retain  a  good  share  of  its  profits. 

With  these  considerations  in  view,  when  the  thirsty  season 
Game  upon  us  this  year,  we  thought  it  might  be  useful  to 
many  chemists  if  our  traveller  took  a  round  among  the  firms 
who  manufacture  aerated-water  machinery,  not  so  much  to 
describe  their  huge  generators,  nor  to  astonish  us  with 
accounts  of  vast  and  complicated  machinery  such,  as  is 
supplied  to  firms  like  Camwal,  Idris,  Schweppe,  or  White, 
but  to  view  the  industry  from  a  chemist's  point  of  view. 
It  may  be  mentioned  that  our  representative  met  in  his 
travels  with  more  than  one  of  the  machinery  manufac- 
turers who  were  somewhat  dubious  as  to  the  results  of 
their  encouraging  the  home-manufacture  by  the  chemist. 
They  would  take  the  pessimistic  view  and  argue  that  "whilst 
you  are  giving  the  chemist  facilities  for  making  his  own 
soda  water  you  are  injuring  our  business  ;  and,  consequently, 
the  trade  will  be  so  cut  up  that  our  large  machinery  will 
not  be  needed."  We  do  not  take  that  view  of  the  case ;  we 
rather  lean  to  the  argument  that  the  more  producers  there 
are  the  greater  will  be  the  number  of  consumers,  and  once 
the  syphon  is  introduced  to  the  household  it  is  hard  to  get  it 
out  again.  Chemists,  from  their  technical  knowledge,  ought 
to  be  able  to  produce  a  good  mineral  water.  They  are  au 
fait  with  the  questions  of  pure  water,  and  gases,  and  pres- 
sures, and  the  like,  and  many  of  them  are  capable  of  taking 
such  pride  and  interest  in  their  work  that  they  will  not  rest 
until  they  have  found  out  how  to  produce  a  better  soda 
waster  than  their  rivals. 

BABNETT  &  FOSTEE. 

To  Eagle  Wharf  Eoad,  near  the  City  Koad,  and  into  the 
famous  Barnett  &  Foster  works  was  the  first  journey.  Here 
(writes  our  traveller)  I  found  the  usual  signs  of  a  busy  time. 
It  was  early  in  the  day,  and  the  head  of  the  firm  (Mr. 
Augustus  P.  Blaxter)  was  busy  with  his  correspondence  and 
shorthand  clerk,  but  he  courteously  handed  me  over  to  his 
capable  lieutenant,  Mr.  Chaloner,  who,  under  a  certain  re- 
serve, told  me  all  I  wanted  to  know  on  the  subject.  "  Have 
you  a  soda-water  plant  suitable. for  a  small  maker  1  A  plant 
cheap,  easily  worked,  and  occupying  little  space  ?  "  "  Yes, 
we  have ;  but  why  do  you  ask?"  Then,  treating  me  as  a 
purchaser,  he  proceeded  with  a  very  technical  description 


of  the  "  Compact "  soda-water  plant,  as  here  presented. 
This,  though  occupying  a  space  of  only  3|  feet  by  2^  feet, 
has  two  fillers  (respectively  for  stoppered  bottles  and 
syphons),  and  will  produce  350  dozen  per  working  day  of  ten 
hours.  The  title  of  the  machine  is  very  expressive,  and  there 
is  a  fair  probability  that  the  chemist  who  invests  in  it  will 
soon  see  his  money  returned.  These  machines,  we  gather, 
are  similar  to  those  supplied  by  Messrs.  Barnett  &  Foster  to 
the  various  establishments  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums 
Board.  It  can  be  fixed  and  started  working  for  something 
like  50/!.  This  machine  has  a  part  upon  which  the  firm  take 
a  pride — viz.,  a  reducing-valve,  which,  down  to  the  last  dregs 
of  the  gas-tube,  will  give  an  equal  charge  to  every  bottle, 
and  not,  as  is  the  case  with  some  machines,  render  the 
charges  poorer  and  poorer  as  the  pressure  from  the  tube 
minimises.  There  are  no  very  intricate  parts  to  get  out-  of 
order,  the  whole  thing,  indeed,  being  so  simple  that,  gi.ven 


a  good  supply  of  bottles,  pure  water,  and  carbonic-acid  gas, 
the  operation  is  as  easy  as  making  pills.  This  is  a  very  safe 
machine  too,  and  one  which  the  most  inexperienced  operator 
may  approach  with  serenity,  because  the  automatic  regulator 
provides  for  the  introduction  of  so  much  gas  and  no  more 
into  the  machine  at  every  filling.  It  is  adapted  alike  for 
hand  and  steam  power,  and,  if  the  latter  is  used,  our 
originally  quoted  figure  of  350  dozen  per  day  may  be  multi- 
plied by  two.  The  "  Compact  "  machines  are  made  in  three 
sizes — from  200  to  600  dozen  per  day — but  the  medium 
machine  (of  which  we  have  written)  appears  to  be  most 
favoured  by  the  chemists  who  have  already  embarked  in  the 
business.  To  this  machine  may  be  attached  appliances  for 
corked  as  well  as  patent-stoppered  bottles,  which  is  rather  a 
necessity,  seeing  that  chemists  and  druggists'  customers  as 
a  rule  prefer  the  corked  bottle  if  they  do  not  get  the 
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syphon.  The  "  Eclipse  "  screw  filler  is  another  desideratum 
to  the  small  maker.  It  syrups,  fills,  and  screw-stoppers 
bottles  with  ease  to  the  operator 
and  safety  for  the  bottles.  As 
will  be  seen  by  the  illustration 
it  is  worked  by  hand  and  foot, 
and  occupies  but  a  little  space, 
and  may  be  had  complete  for  26/. 
Messrs.  Spiers  &  Pond  have  a 
large  number  of  these  machines 


HAYWABD  TYLEE  &  CO. 

Hidden  away  as  it  were  be- 
hind one  of  the  busiest  of  poor 
people's  markets  in  London  are 
the  large  manufactory  and  show- 
rooms of  Hayward  Tyler  &  Co., 
in  Whitecross  Street,  East  Fins- 
bury.  Though  there  are  no  ex- 
ternal pretensions,  there  are  evi- 
dences inside  that  the  firm  are 
well  known  in  all  parts  of  the 
"world,  because  we  come  upon  the  packing-room  where 
■machinery  is  being  despatched  north,  south,  east,  and  west 
of  our  tight  little  island.  Here  also  we  are  introduced 
to  some  small  plant  suitable  for  the  chemist's  back  parlour. 
"The  smallest  is  a  pretty  little  plant  called  "  The  Soudan," 
which  at  once  suggests  the  article  we  are  in  search 
of — viz.,  that  which  will  produce  sufficient  for  a  good-class

•chemist's  trade.  This  plant  is  equal  to  100  dozen  10-oz. 
bottles  per  day,  and  may  be  easily  worked — generator, 
gasometer,  operator  and  all — in  a  space  of  6  feet  square.  The 

entire  cost  is  but  40/.,  and 
we  are  not  surprised  to  learn 
that  there  are  many  such 
plants  already  in  use.  This 
plant,  we  may  add,  is  fitted 
with  an  automatic  reduc- 
ing-valve  to  regulate  the 
amount  of  gas  from  tube 
to  cylinder,  together  with 
safety-valve  and  water- 
gauge  to  enable  the  operator 
to  see  at  a  glance  how 
matters  are  progressing. 

The  "  Brahma "  No.  4 
plant  is  also  a  good  and 
useful  article  for  the  small 
aerator. 

Amongst  the  miscella- 
neous exhibits  in  the 
crowded  showroom  —  the 
majority  of  which,  we  were 
told,  are  sold — is  a  useful 
little  machine  for  filling:,  by  steam-power,  Codd's  bottles. 
It  is  in  three  sizes,  taking  from  one  to  three  bottles  at 
the  operation,,  and  ranging  in  capacity  from  80  or  90 


dozen  per  day  to  three  times  that  output.  One  complete 
plant  is  there  ready  for  shipment  to  Africa  equal  to  1,800 
dozen  per  day;  and  a  huge  200-gallon  carbonating-cylinder 
is  also  Hearing  completion  for  a  well-known  extensive  trader 
in  non-alcoholics.  Messrs.  Hayward-Tyler  &  Co.  make  a 
speciality  of  the  "  Hayes-Macdonnell  "  patent  automatic 
bottling  and  corking  machine,  which,  with  syruper,  costs 
40/.  It  is  adapted  to  extra  long  corks,  and  is  so  true  in 
operation  as  to  render  the  breakages  practically  nil.  This 
is  illustrated  in  the  margin.  Put  details  of  all  these  things 
may  be  got  from  a  well-compiled  new  catalogue,  which  the 
firm  offer  to  anyone  who  applies. 

The  Volcanic  Aeeatiox  Company. 

Quite  close  to  the  Camden  Town  Station  of  the  North 
London  Eailway  are  the  showrooms  of  the  North-Western 
Volcanic  Aeration  Company  (Limited),  whose  chief  offices  are 
at  Philpot  Lane,  London,  E.C.,  and  who  have  branch 
establishments  in  Liverpool,  Blackburn,  Manchester,  and 
Douglas  (Isle  of  Man).  To  Camden  Town  we  hied  in  search 
of  more  that  was  useful  to  the  chemist  in  the  manufacture 
of  aerated  drinks ;  and  as  we  pulled  up  before  the  front  of 
the  establishment  the  article  we  were  looking  for  caught  our 
eye.  This  was  the  wheel  "Hecla"  plant  (gas-holder, 
saturator,  syphon-filler),  all  in  a  3  ft.  6  in.  square,  and 
costing  50/.  The  manager  claimed  for  the  special  method 
of  saturation  contained  in  this  plant  facilities  for  making 
the  finest  of  aerated  waters.  This  machine,  too,  is  adapted 
to  filling  syphons  at  one  uniform  pressure  of  160  lbs.,  and 
the  patentees  set  forth  how  advantageous  it  is  for  chemists, 
caterers,  and  others  to  buy  this  unique  little  plant  and  fill 
their  own  syphons.  The  whole  thing  is  simplicity  itself  in 
the  working ;  and,  of  course,  the  possibilities  as  to  the 
number  of  syphons  or  smaller  bottles  filled  per  hour  is  regu- 
lated by  the  activity  of  the  man  at  the  wheel.  The  operator 
at  the  syphon-filling  end  can  keep  time  with  the  fastest 
rotation  of  the  wheel;  and  the  gas-regulator  works  with 
such  accuracy  that  at  whatever  speed  the  machine  is  worked 
(fast  or  slow)  the  quality  of  the  goods  is  the  same.  As  an 
inducement  to  small  makers  to  buy  this  machine  the  makers 
offer  it  on  hire  for  twelve  months,  with  the  option  of  pur- 
chase.   The  No.  1  machine  is  calculated  to  till  600  dozen 


10-oz.  bottles  or  125  dozen  syphons  per  day  of  ten  hours ; 
but  there  are  smaller  and  cheaper  plants  on  the  same  prin- 
ciple, varying  in  price  down  to  35/.  for  the  out-and-out 
purchase,  or  9/.  9s.  for  the  annual  rental.  This  last  quota- 
tion, we  may  add,  is  without  the  syphon-filler,  and,  of  course, 
made  to  accommodate  buyers  who  may  have  other  methods 
of  filling.  There  is  even  a  smaller  plant  still — viz.,  "  The 
Kocker" — which  is  made  to  work  with  a  counter  soda- 
fountain,  and  which,  of  course,  is  only  adapted  for  consump- 
tion on  the  premises.    Also  in  the  showrooms  are  to  be  seen 
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the  convenient  and  inexpensive  "  Canteen  "  filler  and  corker 
(91.),  the  "  Tower  "  patent  pillar  turnover  bottling-machine 
(9L),  and  the  "Britannia"  syphon-filler  (101.). 

Amongst  other  articles  on  show  we  observe  the  "  Octopus  " 
patent  rotary  carbonator,  which  has  a  peculiar  appearance 
as  its  many  arms  are  thrown  out  to  aerate,  with  liquefied 
natural  carbonic-acid  gas,  wines,  beers,  &c.  There  are  also 
all  the  other  accessories  to  a  large  or  small  mineral-water 
factory. 

Dan  Rylands  (Limited). 

The  Canteen  Aerated  Water  plant  manufactured  by  the 
noted  Barnsley  Company  stands  in  a  space  of  3  feet  6  inches 
by  2  feet.  It  is  a  strong  and  substantial  as  well  as  a  compact 
machine.  Its  producing  capacity  is  150  dozens  of  bottles  of 
aerated  waters  per  day  by  hand  power,  or  250  dozens  by

engine  power,  for  which  it  can  be  adapted.  Both  generator 
and  pump  are  on  one  base,  and  a  small  acid  cistern,  holding 
about  12  lbs.,  is  fixed  on  the  gas-holder  tank.  The  connecting 
pipes,  being  short,  are  all  jointed  to  the  unions  ready  for 
screwing  on  before  being  sent  out.  The  machine  is,  therefore, 
easily  put  together  and  set  to  work.  The  pump  is  supplied 
with  a  glass  or  gunmetal  barrel,  as  preferred. 

BEATBT  &  HlNCHLIFPB. 

Amongst  the  multitudinous  machinery  in  the  extensive 
works  of  Bratby  &  Hinchliffe,  of  Ancoats,  Manchester, 
Glasgow,  and  London,  we  came  upon  two  little  lots  just 
suited  to  the  small  manufacturer.  These  are  respectively 
named  "The  Effervescent"  and  "The  Alert,"  both  good- 
looking,  occupying  small  space,  easily  worked,  and  reason- 
able in  price.  The  "  Effervescent "  is  specially  designed  for 
use  with  liquefied  carbonic-acid  gas,  and  is  largely  in  use 
already  by  chemists,  and  in  hospitals  and  restaurants.  To 
aerate  and  fill  50  dozen  per  hour  is  the  capacity  of  the 
machine,  and  the  price,  complete,  is  only  50/.  To  this  can 
be  added  a  syphon-filler,  so  that  there  is  a  perfect 
little  plant  at  a  nominal  cost.  The  "Alert"  is  in  three 
s3ctions — the  generator,  the  saturator,  and  the  filler— and, 
though     adapted     for     a    small    home    trade,     it  is 


especially  designed  for  the  regimental  mess,  where  the 
demand  is  not  great,  and  where  steam  power  is  impracticable. 


The  "  Effervescent." 


We  need  hardly  say  that  the  best  of  metal  is  used,  and  may 
add  that  the  index-cocks  show  at  a  glance  how  matters  stand. 
Safety-blow,  back-valves,  pressure-gauge,  &c,  further 
demonstrate  a  well-thought-out  plant ;  and  when  we  say  that 
eighty  to  one  hundred  dozen  full-size  bottles  of  high-class 
aerated-waters  can  be  produced  per  day,  and  that  the  com- 
plete plant  only  costs  50/.,  sufficient  has  been  said  to  indicate 
the  merits  of  this  machine.    The  "  Rival  "  is  a  larger  size,

producing  three  hundred  dozen  per  day;  and  the  "  Advance" 
(similar  in  design)  is  equal  to  four  hundred  dozen.  Did  space 
permit  we  might  run  through  a  long  note  of  good  things  on 
show  in  syphon-fillers  and  bottlers,  patent  corking  and  wiling 
machines,  and  the  hundred  and  one  accessories  to  the  trade 
of  a  mineral-water  manufacturer. 

The  Riley  Manufactueing  Company. 

At  the  works  of  the  Riley  Manufacturing  Company,  in  the- 
South  Lambeth  Road,  London,  we  found  matters,  as  the 
Americans  put  it,  "humming,"  the  principals  having  scarcely 
time  to  answer  a  question,  and  assuring  us  that  they  bad 
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nothing  new,  because  of  having  so  many  orders  for  the  old. 
But  still  there  was  the  famous  "  Vauxhall  "  soda-water  plant 
which  we  could  speak  of — generator,  soda-water  machine, 
and  automatic  Codd's  filler— complete  for  100  guineas.  The 
capacity  of  this  plant  is,  we  are  assured,  up  to  600  or  800 
dozen  of  high-class  waters  per  day,  and  does  not  occupy  a 
great  space  when  fixed,  either  side  by  side  or  triangularly. 
This  is  the  smallest  plant  made  by  the  company,  but  it  is  in 
good  request  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  plant  is  also 
adapted  to  the  syphon  trade,  the  soda-water  machine  being 
made  to  work  up  to  the  desired  pressure.  In  appearance 
this  plant  is  certainly  good,  and  as  we  pass  through  the 
workshops  and  note  the  men  at  the  various  lathes,  we  see 
that  the  material  and  the  fitting  thereof  are  very  carefully 
attended  to.  By  a  simple  arrangement  this  plant  may  be 
adapted  to  hand-power,  though  the  capacity  we  have 
quoted  is  only  reached  when  steam-power  is  used.  The  plant- 
is  extensively  worked  by  hand  in  some  foreign  and  colonial 
stations  where  steam-engines  are  not  so  readily  fixed  or 
understood  ;  but,  however  produced,  the  product  of  the  plant 
is  easterly  sought  after.  The  "Riley"  syphon-filling  machine 
— a  51.  affair — can  be  affixed  to  the  machine. 

Syphons. 

In  concluding  this  article,  we  may  mention  calls  made  at 
some  of  the  principal  factories  of  syphons  in  the  metropolis.  At 

The  British  Syphon-manufactueing  Company's 
offices,  at  Gresham  Buildings,  Guildhall,  we  found  business 
remarkably  brisk,  chiefly  with  orders  from  chemists.  New 
inventions  in  seltzogenes  were  pointed  out,  especially  an 
arrangement  for  clinching,  instead  of  screwing,  at  the  head. 
This  reduces  the  risks  of  jambing  and  breaking;  and  the 
adjustment  of  the  parts  is  so  simple  and  effective  that  the 
most  delicate  hand  can  work  it,  while  the  contents  are  kept 
in  an  hermetically-sealed  condition.  The  possibilities  of 
breakage  are  so  minimised  that,  with  ordinary  care,  a  cane- 
covered  seltzogene,  with  porcelain-lined  head,  should  keep 


sweet  and  intact  for  a  lifetime.  The  drip-cup  attachment 
also  has  obvious  advantages.  With  regard  to  syphons,  the 
company  point  to  their  "  Majolica "  as  one  they  specially 
recommend.  There  is  no  danger  of  metallic  contamination, 
because  of  the  porcelain-lining  to  the  metal  heads,  and  thus 
the  customer  is  enabled  to  take  his  aerated  waters  in  the 
full  confidence  of  purity.  The  company  claim  that  their 
specially-prepared  glass  resists  double  the  ordinary  pressure, 
and,  in  addition,  they  pride  themselves  on  the  bright  and 
ornamental  tops  of  their  syphons,  which  always  retain  their 
lustre.  The  works  of  the  company  at  Lambeth  have  recently 
been  enlarged,  and  the  staff  augmented. 

Messes.  E.  Geeaut  &  Co., 
of  139  Farringdon  Road,  E.C.,  are  other  good  people  in  the 
syphon  and  seltzogene  line.  They  guarantee  excellence  and 
safety  by  the  fact  of  their  pure  block-tin  heads  being  lined 
with  ebonite,  and  also  because  of  the  glass  being  tested  up 
to  a  great  pressure  in  order  to  ensure  a  well-charged  drink 
in  a  safe  bottle.  Although  French  in  name,  Messrs.  Geraut 
are  essentially  an  English  firm,  and  have  only  English 
workmen,  of  whom,  by  the  way,  there  are  more  than  150 
employed    in    the  extensive  workshops  at  the  rear  of 


the  unpretentious  offices  facing  the  Farringdon  Road. 
The  seltzogenes  (which  are  wired  and  caned)  are  in  the 
usual  three  sizes — 3,  5,  and  8  pints — and  the  syphons  are 
in  good  variety  and  purity  of  colour,  besides  being  plain 
and  corrugated.  The  corrugated  glass  is  a  mere  fanciful' 
design,  and  of  no  particular  utility,  though  some  people- 
prefer  them  thus,  as  well  as  in  either  amber,  green,  or  blue, 
in  contradistinction  to  the  pure  "  water  colour."  Here  again 
there  are  proofs  of  a  busy  time,  present  and  in  prospect. 
Messrs.  Geraut  pride  themselves  upon  the  workmanship  in 
their  seltzogenes  and,  as  we  have  said,  their  freedom  from 
metallic  contamination.  The  same  remark  applies  to  their 
syphons  of  all  descriptions.  We  may  add  that  customers' 
fames  and  trade-marks  are  most  artistically  engraved  upon 
the  globes  of  the  syphons,  &c. 

Messrs.  Barnett  &  Foster  and  Idris  &Co.  may  be  also  named 
as  large  makers  of  syphons. 


IN  view  of  the  recent  remarks  in  this  journal  regarding  the 
characteristics  of  apiol,  the  following  recent  observations 
by  French  writers  are  of  interest.  We  quote  from  the  Journal 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  page  351 : — 

Very  dissimilar  substances  are  sold  under  the  name  of  apiol 
varying  in  density,  colour,  action  of  solvents  and  reagents,  and 
action  of  heat,  which  decomposes  adulterated  apiol,  the  true  apiol! 
being  volatile.  Essential  oil  of  parsley  contains  apiol  and  a  ter- 
pene  in  varying  proportions  ;  according  to  Duli'cre  some  essences- 
contain  no  apiol.  Jonas  states  that  whilst  the  density  of  apiol, 
according  to  the  Belgian  Pharmacopoeia,  is  1'07  to  PC8,  that  of 
the  French  product  is  much  lower.  The  property  of  apiol  of 
sinking  in  water  does  not  serve  for  the  detection  of  impurities,  a 
sample  mixed  with  an  equal  volume  of  olive  oil  behaving,  in  this- 
respect,  exactly  like  pure  apiol. 

Francois  has  studied  the  properties  of  apiol  prepared  in  the- 
following  manner: — 1  kilo,  of  ground  parsley-fruit  was  twice 
macerated  with  1  litre  of  92-per-cent.  alcohol  for  twenty-four 
hours,  the  alcoholic  solution  shaken  with  100  grammes  of  animal 
charcoal  for  twenty-four  hours,  and  filtered  ;  then  one-quarter  of 
the  liquid  was  distilled  off,  the  remainder  being  mixed  with  its; 
own  weight  of  chloroform,  and  left  to  settle  for  twenty-four  hours. 
After  filtering,  half  the  liquid  was  distilled  off.  The  residue  was 
warmed  at  100°  to  110°  C.  until  chloroform  and  alcohol  were 
driven  off,  and  to  the  cooled  liquid  one-eighth  of  its  weight  of 
litharge  was  added,  the  mixture  digested  for  twenty-four  hours, 
and  filtered  through  a  thick  layer  of  animal  charcoal.  Thus 
obtained  apiol  is  a  complex  product,  on  fractional  distillation  5  to 
6  per  cent,  of  a  light-yellow  oil  of  strong  odour  and  pungent  taste 
passing  over  at  150° ;  this  crystallised  on  cooling,  and  is  the 
German  "  pure  crystallised  apiol."  At  170°  a  fatty  oil  of  slight 
odour  and  bitter  taste,  and  non-crystallisable,  distils  over.  According 
to  Francois,  this  is  apiol.  At  about  190°  a  brown-coloured  mixture 
of  resinous  substances  passed  over. 

The  apiol  of  commerce  is  generally  coloured  green  by  chlorophyll,, 
due  to  imperfect  purification,  or  use  of  ether  instead  of  chloroform. 
The  principal  adulterants  are  castor  oil,  linseed  oil,  glycerine,  and? 
gurjun  balsam.  The  density  is  T08  at  15°  C. ;  it  is  insoluble  in 
water  and  benzene,  gives  a  cloudy  solution  in  alcohol ;  is  soluble 
in  ether  and  chloroform,  and  very  soluble  in  acetic  acid.  If  apiol 
be  allowed  to  run  down  the  sides  of  a  tube  into  nitric  acid,  at  the 
point  of  contact  a  blood-red  coloration  is  produced,  turning  to 
rose  and  then  to  yellow. 

The  last  paragraph  is  open  to  question,  fcr,  as  has  been 
shown,  the  apiol  prepared  with  alcohol  is  green,  and  can  be 
nothing  else.  The  note,  however,  emphasises  the  need  for 
uniformity.

ANAESTHETICS, 

The  discovery  of  anesthetic  agents  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  foremost  triumphs  of  the  Queen's  reign.  Previous  to 
this  event  the  operating-theatre  was  a  place  of  ghastly 
torture ;  surgeons  were  only  too  anxious  to  find  any  plea  for 
avoiding  the  knife.    The  endeavour  to  free  surgery  from  its- 
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'most  terrible  accompaniment  of  pain  had  been  fruitless,  and 
the  pursuit  of  a  true  anaesthetic  agent  was  regarded  as  a 
chimera,  when  suddenly  the  grand  discovery  was  made  by 
-a  young  dentist  (Horace  Wells,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut), 
who,  on  December  11, 1844,  first  succeeded  in  totally  abolish- 
ing sensation  during  a  painful  operation.  But  the  jubilee  cf 
the  advent  of  real  anaesthesia  was  reached  last  year,  for  it 
■was  in  1846  that  ether  was  first  employed  to  produce  in- 
sensibility. 

The  idea  of  diminishing  the  sensibility  of  the  body  by 
artificial  means,  in  order  to  lessen  the  pain  caused  by 
operations,  is  almost  as  ancient  as  surgery  itself.  We 
may  recall  the  "  wine  of  the  condemned "  of  antiquity, 
which  was  probably  a  mixture  of  poppy-juice  and 
Indian  hemp,  and  was  used  by  the  ancient  Egyptians 
and  Greeks  to  dull  the  sensibility  of  those  con- 
demned to  die ;  the  "  drowsy  syrups  "  of  the  Middle  Ages, 
■whose  chief  constituent  was  mandragora  ;  and  the  many 
substances  used  to  deaden  the  pain  of  torture  during  the 
days  of  persecution.  But  the  production  of  true  anaes- 
"thesia  dates  back  only  just  over  half  a  century  ago.  Nitrous 
oxide  was  the  substance  employed  by  Horace  Wells,  of 
Hartford,  and  he  was  himself  the  first  individual  on  whom 
his  invention  was  tried.  So  complete  was  the  success  of 
this  experiment  that  he  used  it  on  several  patients  for  the 
extraction  of  teeth  in  his  own  practice.  At  Boston,  where 
he  essayed  to  bring  his  discovery  to  the  general  knowledge 
of  the  profession,  some  fault  in  the  administration  of  the  gas 
caused  his  first  public  demonstration  to  end  in  a  fiasco.  He 
-was  hissed  from  the  room,  and  his  subsequent  life  was  a 
•dismal  failure.  He  died  in  prison  from  a  self-inflicted 
wound.  Nitrous  oxide  was  abandoned  as  an  anaesthetic 
agent,  and  it  was  only  after  several  years  that  its  use  was 
revived  ;  but  from  then  till  now  it  has  fully  maintained  its 
claim  to  be  considered  the  safest  and  best  anaesthetic  to 
administer  in  cases  for  which  a  short  duration  of  insensi- 
bility suffices. 

The  discovery  of  the  anoesthetic  properties  of  ether  we 
■also  owe  to  an  American  dentist,  William  Thomas  Morton, 
who  had  worked  with  Wells.  His  first  dental  opera- 
tion under  ether  was  performed  in  1846,  and  his 
discovery  was  rapidly  adopted  by  surgeons  everywhere. 
The  first  operation  under  ether  in  this  country  was  per- 
formed at  University  College  Hospital  on  December  22, 
1846,  by  Robert  Liston,  and  on  that  occasion  the  late  Sir 
John  Erichsen,  Lord  Lister,  Mr.  Wm.  Cadge  (of  Norwich), 
-and  Dr.  Wm.  Squire  were  present.  The  patient  was  a  man 
rather  below  middle  age,  who  was  suffering  from  malignant 
•disease  of  the  leg,  for  which  amputation  was  considered 
necessary.  The  operation  was  rapidly  and  painlessly  per- 
formed, and  the  patient  soon  came  to.  He  was  then  asked 
if  he  could  bear  the  pain  of  the  amputation,  and  he  replied 
lhe  would  submit  as  best  he  could.  Did  he  not  know  the 
►limb  was  off?  Then  he  remonstrated  against  such  levity 
at  such  a  time,  and  when  the  stump  was  presented  to  his 
■view  he  burst  into  tears  of  relief  and-'joy. 

The  next  advance  was  the  discovery  of  chloroform,  and 
the  credit  of  this  belongs  to  Dr.  James  Young  Simpson, 
Professor  of  Midwifery  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
The  first  trial  was  made  in  his  house  in  1847,  and  the  results 
were  communicated  by  him  to  the  Medico-Chirurgical 
Society  of  Edinburgh  in  a  paper  entitled  "  Notice  of  a  New 
Anaesthetic  Agent  as  a  Substitute'for  Sulphuric  Ether."  A 
few  days  later  chloroform  was  used  for  the  first  time  in  a 
surgical  operation  at  the  Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary  with 
■complete  success.  The  introduction  of  this  substance  met 
with  violent  opposition  in  'many  quarters,  but  Simpson 
maintained  his  position,  and  the  fight  ended  in  a  victory  for 


chloroform,  which  held  for  many  years  the  first  place  among 
anaesthetics — at  least,  in  this  country.  It  is  a  matter  of 
interest  to  know  that  it  was  administered  by  Dr.  Snow  to 
Queen  Victoria  at  the  birth  of  the  late  Duke  of  Albany  and 
at  that  of  Princess  Henry  of  Battenberg. 

Other  anaesthetics  have  been  since  introduced,  such  as 
pental,  amylene,  ethyl  bromide,  ethylene  dichloride ;  but 
none  of  these  have  had  any  great  success.  They  present 
practically  no  advantages  over  the  three  substances  we  have 
mentioned — nitrous  oxide,  ether,  and  chloroform — and  very 
many  disadvantages. 

So  far  we  have  only  looked  at  the  bright  side  of  the  ques- 
tion ;  but  there  is  another  aspect  which  we  must  not 
forget.  The  number  of  deaths  following  the  administration 
of  the  various  agents  employed  to  induce  anaesthesia,  instead 
of  diminishing  with  increased  clinical  experience,  strange  to 
say,  appears  to  be  actually  on  the  increase.  Plainly,  this  is 
a  condition  of  things  which  demands  a  remedy  :  the  terrible 
calamity  of  a  death  from  chloroform  or  some  similar  substance 
needs  no  comment.  The  problem  is  to  find  an  anaesthetic 
agent  which,  while  fulfilling  all  the  requirements  of  produc- 
ing complete  and  lasting  anaesthesia,  shall  be  practically 
free  from  danger.  It  is  in  the  solution  that  the  difficulty 
presents  itself.  It  is  obvious,  from  a  knowledge  of  the 
properties  of  nitrous  oxide,  that  it  cannot  be  used  as  an 
anaesthetic  to  produce  prolonged  unconsciousness.  It  is  the 
safest  of  all  anaesthetics,  but  it  can  only  be  em- 
ployed in  operations  which  require  but  a  very  short 
time  for  their  performance.  The  relative  merits  and 
safety  of  chloroform  or  ether  have  been  the  subject  of 
much  discussion.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  the  employ- 
ment of  a  substance  which  so  profoundly  alters  all  the  vital 
functions,  which  transforms  us  from  active  conscious  agents 
into  passive  unconscious  beings  in  a  few  moments,  should  be 
free  from  all  element  of  risk.  All  we  can  hope  to  do  is 
to  ascertain  which  is  accompanied  by  least  danger  in 
its  administration.  There  are  certain  circumstances  (such  as 
in  operations  about  the  mouth  and  in  cases  of  advanced 
lung-disease)  in  which  ether  is  forbidden,  just  as  chloroform 
is  contra-indicated  in  other  conditions.  But,  apart  from 
special  considerations,  the  almost  universal  opinion  of 
anaesthetists  and  surgeons  is  that  ether  is  far  and  away  more 
safe  to  employ  than  chloroform.  Statistics,  though  much 
abused,  make  this  perfectly  clear.  Over  a  million  cases 
collected  by  Drs.  Julliard  and  Ormsby  and  Mr.  Williams  give 
the  following  results  : — ■ 

Anesthetic  Total  No.  of  Total  No.  Death- 
employed  administrations  of  deaths  rate 

Chloroform    676,707  214  1  in  3,162 

Ether    407,553  25  1  in  16,302 

This  is  no  isolated  group  of  cases ;  every  collection  of 
statistics  amply  demonstrates  that  the  death-rate  from 
chloroform  is  much  greater — about  five  times  as  great — than 
that  from  ether.  Nearly  every  clinical  observer  who  has  had 
large  experience  of  both  substances  unhesitatingly  pronounces 
in  favour  of  ether  as  the  safer.  There  are  many  cases,  of 
course,  in  which  the  latter  cannot  be  employed,  but  this 
does  not  alter  the  general  conclusion  that  in  any  given  case 
where  it  is  possible  to  choose  between  the  two  (and  this  is 
the  case  in  the  majority  of  operations)  the  risk  to  the  patient 
is  largely  diminished  by  employing  ether.  It  is  right,  how- 
ever, that  it  should  be  noted  that  in  places  where  chloroform 
is  used  almost  exclusively,  as  in  Ireland  and  Scotland,  deaths 
under  chloroform  are  exceedingly  rare.  The  death-rate  from 
this  cause  in  England  is  excessively  high,  and  it  is  claimed 
by  chloroformists  that  one  reason  of  this  is  inappreciation  of 
the  relative  differences  between  ether  and  chloroform  ;  for  as 
the  former  has  a  more  subtle  vapour  than  the  latter,  the 
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patient  has  a  better  chance  of  getting  his  blood  fully 
oxygenated  with  a  mixture  of  ether  and  air  than  when  the 
heavy  vapour  of  chloroform  is  used.  The  Irish  and  Scotch 
methods  of  chloroform  administration  permit  a  full  supply 
of  oxygen  to  the  patient,  but  the  system  generally  followed 
in  England  does  not,  and  to  this  chloroformists  attribute  the 
one-sidedness  of  the  foregoing  figures. 


PERCOLATION. 

We  observe  that  the  American  Druggist  claims  for  the 
United  States  the  credit  of  first  making  percolation  an 
official  process — viz.,  in  the  1840  edition  of  the  U.S. P., 
published  in  1842.  This  is  how  our  contemporary  puts  the 
matter  finally  : — 

The  early  introduction  and  the  general  utilisation  of  the  process 
of  percolation  into  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  excellent  and  exhaustive  study  given  the  process  there,  surely 
justifies  the  claim  made  that  percolation,  as  now  practised,  should 
be  looked  upon  as  a  distinctly  American  process,  though,  so  far  as 
we  are  aware,  it  is  a  French  invention. 


It  is  a  common  but  quite  erroneous  notion  that  percola- 
tion is  "  a  distinctly  American  process."  American  phar- 
macists have  written  a  lot  about  it,  but  they  must  give  the

palm  to  Scotchmen  for  being  the  first  to  recognise  its  utility 
and  make  it  an  official  process.  In  the  Edinburgh  Pharma- 
copoeia of  1840  (published  in  1839)  the  process  was  officialised 
under  tinctures  in  the  following  terms  : — 

A  much  superior  method  has  been  lately  introduced,  which 
answers  well  for  most  tinctures — namely,  the  method  of  displace- 
ment by  percolation.  According  to  this  process,  the  solid 
materials,  usually  in  coarse  or  moderately  fine  powder,  are 
moistened  sufficiently  with  the  solvent  to  form  a  thick  pulp.  In 
twelve  hours,  or  frequently  without  any  delay,  the  mass  is  put 
into  a  cylinder  of  glass,  porcelain,  or  tinned  iron,  open  at  both 
ends,  but  obstructed  at  the  lower  end  by  a  piece  of  calico  or 
linen,  tied  tightly  over  it  as  a  filter  ;  and  the  pulp  being  packed  , 
by  pressure,  varying  as  to  degree  with  various  articles,  the 
remainder  of  the  solvent  is  poured  into  the  upper  part  of  the 
cylinder,  and  allowed  gradually  to  percolate.  In  order  to  obtain 
the  portion  of  the  fluid  which  is  kept  in  the  residuum,  an  addi- 
tional quantity  of  the  solvent  is  poured  into  the  cylinder  until  the 
tincture  which  has  passed  through  equals  in  amount  the  spirit 
originally  prescribed.  [The  displacing  of  the  residual  spirit  by 
water  is  then  described.]  The  method  by  percolation,  where 
applicable,  will  be  found  much  more  convenient  and  expeditious 
than  the  mode  hitherto  commonly  followed  ;  and  it  exhausts  the 
matters  in  general  much  more  completely.  As  considerable 
practice,  however,  is  required  for  managing  the  details  in  different 


cases,  more  especially  in  regard  to  the  degree  of  minuteness  in 
the  division  of  the  solids,  and  the  degree  of  firmness  with  which 
they  are  to  be  packed  in  the  cylinder,  we  have  thought  it  right  to 
direct  that  the  method  by  maceration  may  be  employed  as  an 
alternative.  But  the  method  by  percolation  is  now  preferred  by 
all  who  have  made  sufficient  trial  of  it  to  apply  it  correctly. 

This  reads  like  an  extract  from  a  modern  American 
manual  of  pharmacy.  There  is  every  reason  why  the 
.Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  should  have  been  the  first  to 
adopt  the  process ;  Scotch  brewers  had  long  used  it  under 
the  term  "  sparging,"  and  when  Boullay  and  his  son  pub- 
lished their  papers  on  displacement  applied  to  the  exhaustion 
of  drugs  in  1833-34  the  Edinburgh  College  recognised  the 
appropriateness  of  the  process  for  medicinal  purposes. 
Christison  {Dispensatory,  1842)  gives  the  preceding  sketches 
of  percolators  and  a  very  full  description  of  the  process. 
The  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  named  the  tinctures  which 
could  not  conveniently  be  prepared  by  percolation,  as  well 
as  those  which  could  be.  We  need  name  the  latter 
only:—

This  was  a  fairly  good  beginning  for  a  new  process.  The 
fact  that  the  London  Pharmacopoeia  did  not  adopt  the 
process  during  the  sixteen  years  following  the  Edinburgh 
move  must  not  be  taken  to  mean  that  the  process  was  not 
appreciated  in  England,  because  one  of  the  first  papers- 
communicated  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1841  (by 
Mr.  Henry  Deane)  was  on  this  subject,  and  one  effect  of 
that  paper  was  to  bring  out  the  fact  that  percolation  had1 
been  practised  by  English  pharmacists  for  years.  We  have 
no  desire  to  belittle  the  excellent  work  in  percolation  which 
American  pharmacists  have  done,  but  before  the  century 
dies  it  might  be  well  for  British  pharmacists  to  remember 
that  they  and  their  forefathers  have  been  percolating 
officially  and  unofficially  for  sixty  years,  although  they  have 
not  made  much  fuss  about  it. 


PLANT-DESCRIPTION. 

Mr.  John  Wishart,  erstwhile  druggists'  assistant  and 
pharmaceutical  herbarium  medallist,  now  lecturer  in  zoology 
and  general  biology  at  Robert  Gordon's  College,  Aberdeen, 
has  done  a  very  good  thing  by  preparing  a  fasciculus  entitled 
"  Schedules  for  Plant-description,"  and  every  pharmaceutical 
student  who  botanises  should  get  a  copy  of  it.  It  is  a  series 
of  blank  pages  into  which  the  collector  enters  on  the  left- 
hand  side  descriptions  of  habit,  root,  stem,  leaves,  in- 
florescence, bracts,  flower,  perianth,  calyx,  corolla,  andrcecium, 
and  gynoeciuni.  On  the  right  hand  there  are  spaces  for 
descriptions  or  sketches  of  fruit,  seeds,  floral  diagram,  habitat, 
floral  formula,  vertical  section  of  flower,  reasons  for  classifi- 
cation, and  name.  Examples  are  given  of  the  way  the  blanks 
should  be  filled  in.  Of  course  the  untutored  student  may  not 
be  able  to  fill  in  all  the  blanks  to  begin  with  ;  but  what  strikes 
us  as  good  about  the  schedules  is  the  fact  that  they  show  the 
young  student  what  he  should  do  with  botanical  specimens 
when  he  gets  them,  and  it  U  a  record  of  work  done  and 
knowledge  acquired.  In  the  course  of  a  summer  a  student 
may  be  able  to  fill  half  -a-dozen  of  the  books,  and  when  he 
has  bound  them  together  as  one  volume  he  will  have  in  his 
possession  a  record  which  will  never  lose  its  value.  Messrs. 
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E.  &  S.  Livingstone,  of  Edinburgh,  publish  the  schedules  at 
6d.  net. 

SUNDAY  CLOSING. 

"  How  is  it,"  asks  the  Socialistic  organ,  the  Clarion,  "  that 
chemists'  assistants  have  not  long  ago  formed  a  union  with 
a  view  to  reducing  their  hours  ?  From  9  A.M.  to  10  p.m.  all 
the  week  is  the  usual  thing,  and  only  every  third  Sunday 
off,  with  occasionally  the  concession  of  a  couple  of  hours  in 
the  middle  of  the  day  instead  of  one  for  dinner.  It  is,  of 
course,  important  that  chemists'  shops  should  be  open  at 
stated  hours  on  Sundays ;  but  why  do  not  all  those  in  one 
neighbourhood  arrange  to  take  the  Sunday  opening  in  turns, 
and  thus  give  their  assistants  their  right  of  rest  1  In  one 
street  you  may  find  five  or  six  chemists'  shops  open  on 
Sunday,  with  an  assistant  kept  imprisoned  in  each  ;  whereas 
one  assistant  in  one  shop  could  quite  easily  serve  all  the 
customers.  Nothing  would  be  lost  if  all  took  their  turns 
conscientiously,  and  much  happiness  would  be  gained  to  a 
number  of  overworked  young  men.  Could  not  women 
bring  their  influence  to  bear  with  the  shops  with  which  they 
deal  I " 

THE  ORIGIN  OF  THE   DRUGGISTS'  SHOW-BOTTLES. 

We  have  often  been  asked  for  the  origin  of  the  coloured 
bottles  in  druggists'  windows.  We  have  had  to  confess,  our 
ignorance  ;  and  we  felt  it  a  reproach  to  us  when  we  got  a 
cutting  from  the  Golden  Penny  expounding  the  mystery  with 
all  the  assurance  of  youth  and  ignorance.  The  custom, 
says  our  learned  little  friend, 

originated  with  an  apothecary  who  found  himself  one  night  minus 
the  red  light  with  which  tradesmen  of  his  class  were  accustomed 
to  ornament  their  shop-fronts.  To  make  up  the  deficiency  he 
got  a  bottle  of  red  liquid  and  placed  a  candle  behind  it.  The 
effect  pleased  him  so  well  that  he  decided  to  improve  it  by  placing 
a  second  red  light  in  the  window,  with  the  aid  of  another  bottle 
of  red  mixture  and  an  additional  candle.  This  sign  made  such 
a  brave  show  that  an  envious  rival  cast  about  for  means  of  im- 
proving the  sign.  He  hit  upon  the  scheme  of  placing  a  bottle 
coloured  with  yellow  fluid  beside  the  red  one,  and  then  surpassed 
his  previous  effort  and  carried  all  before  him  by  placing  a  green 
bottle  beside  the  yellow.  The  three  made  a  sign  that  caught  the 
town,  and  all  the  druggists  quickly  fell  into  line.  The  bottles 
were  replaced  with  the  handsome  vases  at  present  in  use,  and  the 
druggist's  sign  was  here  to  stay  to  brighten  the  dingy  streets  of 
own  and  village. 

Yes ;  but  who  was  the  apothecary,  where  and  when  did  he 
live,  and  what  is  your  authority,  G.  P.,  for  the  narrative 
which  you  have  got  together  1  We  do  not  believe  there  was 
any  such  person. 

SPONGES  AND   THE  WAR. 

Wednesday's  St.  James's  Gazette  contained  an  interesting 
article,  entitled  "  The  Sponge- fisheries  and  the  War,"  which 
is  a  bit  doleful.  "  The  effects  of  the  war  is  (.sir)  the  ruin  of 
this  year's  sponge-fishing,"  says  the  writer  in  his  first 
sentence,  thus  giving  those  pecuniarily  interested  the  most 
important  piece  of  information,  then  going  into  details  which 
are  instructive  to  the  general  reader.  Amongst  these  we 
learn  that  some  years  ago  Messrs.  Cresswell  Brothers  & 
Schmitz  established  a  factory  on  the  island  of  JEgina  and 
introduced  a  system  of  organised  trade,  with  great  benefit 
to  the  natives.  Their  development  of  the  industry  has  been 
warmly  appreciated  by  King  George ;  but  it  hardly  touches 
the  iligean  islanders,  except  in  so  far  as  to  afford  them  a 
good  and  accessible  market.  After  referring  to  the  work  of 
the  divers,  the  writer  mentions  that  improved  machines,  in- 
tended to  work  at  forty  fathoms,  have  recently  been  tried  by 
Messrs.  Cresswell,  but  so  far  without  success.  The  present 
condition  of  the  trade  is  admirably  expressed  by  a  Symi 
agent,  who  wrote  on  May  3  : — 

Our  islands  are  in  a  state  of  complete  despair.    In  consequence* 
of  political  events,  not  only  are  all  means  of  communication1  in- 
terrupted, but  the  divers  have  the.greatest  difficulty  in  obtaining 


any  money.  Not  a  single  boat  has  gone  put,  and  none  will  be 
able  to  go  for  a  long  time.  The  condition  of  Calymnos  is  still 
more  pitiable.  I  hear  from  there  that  starving  men  stop  and  rob 
you  in  the  streets. 

It  is  plain  that  the  season  is  virtually  ruined,  and  con- 
sequently that  there  will  be  much  distress  among  the  fisher- 
folk  and  a  scarcity  in  the  sponge-market,  with  a  consequent 
rise  in  prices.

THE  "  HUNYADI- JANOS  "  WATER  RESTRAINT. 

The  action  of  Saxlehner  r.  the  Apollinaris  Water  Company 
came  again  before  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  on  June  4.  His 
Lordship,  it  will  be  remembered,  tried  the  case  in  February 
last,  and  found  in  effect  for  the  plaintiff.  Mr.  Warrington, 
Q.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  company,  now  asked  his 
Lordship  to  vary  the  minutes  the  Registrar  had  drawn  upon 
his  Lordship's  judgment — 

"  Which,"  remarked  his  Lordship,  "  I  had  written  out,  every 
word  of  it." 

Mr.  Warrington,  at  some  length,  pointed  out  that,  in  sub- 
stance, the  application  was  based  on  a  wider  interpretation 
being  given  to  the  order  than  he  thought  his  Lordship 
intended.  The  restraint  he  granted  extended  to  sales  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  defendants  had  a  large  foreign  trade 
la  their  water,  which  was  sold  in  England,  their  offices  being 
here,  and  their  contracts  for  sale  made  here ;  and  were  the 
judgment  as  drawn  up  strictly  construed  it  would  extend  to 
orders  relating  to  goods  which  did  not  touch  our  shores,  but 
-were  shipped  abroad  direct  to  their  destination,  whilst  other 
goods  coming  here  were  put  in  bond  and  then  transhipped 
to  foreign  countries.  These  goods  had  a  different  label 
altogether  from  that  with  which  his  Lordship  dealt,  and  he 
asked  that  such  a  variation  should  be  made  as  wrould  place 
these  goods  outside  the  injunction,  and  consequently  the 
account  which  had  been  ordered  to  be  taken — that  was  to 
■say,  the  company  asked  that  the  judgment  should  not  in 
effect  be  wider  than  was  intended,  but  follow  the  under- 
taking of  his  learned  friend,  Mr.  Warmington,  Q.C  ,  who  then 
and  now  appeared  for  the  plaintiff. 

Mr.  Warmington  said  he  quite  agreed  that  his  learned 
friend  should  adopt  the  words  of  his  undertaking. 

His  Lordship  said  his  recollection  was  that  the  exact  words 
were  never  referred  to,  but  that  he  adjudicated  upon  the 
case  in  the  sense  that  the  whole  mischief  arose  from  the  use 
of  the  word  "  Hunyadi." 

Mr.  Warmington  :  A  sale  under  the  word  "  Hunyadi  "  would 
,  be  within  your  judgment,  and  a  sale  of  bottles  abroad  would 
not  be  a  sale  within  the  United  Kingdom.    But  we  must  be 
protected  against  sales  to  customers  ostensibly  to  go  abroad, 
but  which  might  nevertheless  be  sold  here — I  don't  suggest 
•  with  the  knowledge  of  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Warrington  said  that  could  hardly  happen,  the  labels 
toeing  different. 

The  point  then  arose  how  far  the  verbal  alteration  would 
affect  the  question  of  accounts,  Mr.  Warrington  putting  it 
/  that  defendants  ought  not  to  be  liable  in  respect  to  foreign 
sales,  and  raising  the  question  whether  the  reference  should 
be  to  the  Official  Referee  or  a  special  referee.  He  would,  he 
said,  prefer  the  latter,  as  the  defendants  were  extremely 
anxious  that  the  question  of  their  profits  should  not  become 
public,  and  if  his  Lordship  should  decide  on  the  Official 
Referee  he  would  ask  him  to  direct  that  reporters  should  be 
excluded. 

His  Lordship  said  he  was  sure  that  was  beyond  his  juris- 
diction ;  it  was  a  public  Court  ;  but 

Mr.  Warrington  said  he  was  not  certain  of  that  ;  the  sitting 
could  be  held  at  an  hotel  or  anywhere  else. 

Mr.  Warmington  said  if  it  would  assist  the  defendants  the 
plaintiff  would  undertake  so  far  as  he  was  concerned  that 
the  details  should  not  go  further. 

Mr.  Warrington  said  he  would  accept  that. 

The  learned  Judge  saying  he  thought  there  was  great  diffi- 
culty about  it, 

Mr.  Warrington  said  then  he  must  make  an  application  to 
the  Official  Referee. 

As  the  result  of  a  conversation  between  the  respective 
learned  counsel,  it  was  understood  that  the  primary  aim  of 
the  defendants  was  granted,  and  that  the  order  would  not 
include  goods  exported  or  brought  into  this  country  only  for 
..bonding  purposes  and  transhipment. 


EGG-FRUIT  POWDER. 

IN  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  before  Mr.  Justice 
North,  Mr.  Butcher,  Q.C,  mentioned  the  case  of  Du  Hamil  & 


Co.  v  the  Cunningham  Egg-fruit  Company,  which  was,  he 
said,  a  motion  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  selling  egg- 
fruit  powder  except  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a 
written  agreement  constituting  the  plaintiffs  sole  agents  for 
the  sale  of  the  powder.  Upon  the  evidence  certain  questions 
of  fact  had  been  raised,  which  would  be  inconvenient  to  dis- 
pose of  on  the  motion,  and  he  therefore  asked  that  the 
motion  should  stand  till  the  trial  of  the  action.  Mr. 
Swinfen  Eady,  Q.C,  assented,  and  his  Lordship  directed 
accordingly. 


BOVRIL  v.  BOUILLON  FLEET. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday  last,  before  Mr.  Justice 
North,  counsel  asked  that  a  motion  to  restrain  the  Bouillon 
Fleet  Company  from  passing  off  their  goods  as  and  for  the 
goods  of  Bovril  (Limited)  should  stand  over  until  the  next 
sittings,  and  he  also  asked  leave  to  amend  the  writ  by  adding 
the  word  "  Bouillon."  His  Lordship  assented  to  the  appli- 
cation, and  also  allowed  to  stand  over  five  similar  cases  in 
which  Bovril  (Limited)  were  the  plaintiffs. 


THE  LIBEL  ACTION  AGAINST  MESSRS. 
STEVENSON  &  HOWELL. 

On  June  3,  Mr.  C.  A.  Russell,  Q.C,  counsel  for  Messrs. 
Stevenson  &  Howell,  asked  Mr.  Justice  Cave  to  deprive  the 
plaintiff  in  the  case  of  Pooley  v.  Stevenson  &  Howell  of  her 
costs.  As  reported  last  week,  Mrs.  Pooley  brought  an  action 
against  the  firm  named  for  libel  in  a  letter  which  they  had 
written  to  the  Mineral  Water  Trade  Ileview  asking  that  Mrs. 
Pooley's  creditors  would  communicate  with  them.  The  jury 
found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  with  one  farthing  damages. 
Mr.  Russell  said  the  damages  showed  that  the  jury  thought 
there  was  merely  technical,  not  substantial,  damage,  and  that 
the  action  was  not  necessary  but  oppressive  in  character. 
Mr.  Harris,  Q.C,  for  the  plaintiff,  said  that  the  smallness  of 
the  damages  was  not  by  itself  "  good  cause  "  for  depriving 
the  plaintiff  of  her  costs.  It  was  necessary  for  the  plain- 
tiff to  bring  the  action.  The  defendants  had  suggested 
in  a  trade  paper  that  the  plaintiff  was  insolvent,  and 
had  pleaded  that  she  was  insolvent.  She  had  conclusively 
shown  that  she  was  not,  and  the  jury  had  so  found.  A 
similar  award  had  been  agreed  upon  against  the  printer 
of  the  paper,  and  in  regard  to  this  Mr.  Russell  urged 
that  certainly  no  costs  should  be  allowed.  Mr.  Harris, 
however,  pointed  out  that  the  letter  was  published  in  the 
newspaper  three  weeks  after  it  was  written,  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  newspaper  had  ample  time  to  see  that  the  letter  was 
libellous.  The  newspaper  had  no  right  to  publish  a  malicious 
libel. 

Mr.  Justice  Cave  said  it  lay  upon  the  defendants  to  show 
some  good  reason  why  he  should  deprive  the  plaintiff  of  her 
costs.  He  was  at  a  loss  to  understand  the  verdict ;  if  the 
jury  had  found  for  the  defendants  he  could  have  understood 
it,  or  if  they  had  found  for  the  plaintiff  with  moderate 
damages  he  could  have  understood  it,  but  he  could  not 
understand  them  finding  for  the  plaintiff  with  contemptuous 
damages  where  her  reputation  as  a  trader  was  blasted.  He 
could  not  concur  with  the  verdict.  He  thought  the  conduct 
of  the  defendants  had  been  somewhat  oppressive.  The 
letter  was  unnecessary,  and  it  was  too  wide  in  addressing  all 
the  plaintiff's  creditors,  and  the  conduct  of  the  defendants 
in  calling  witnesses  to  prove  that  the  plaintiff  owed  money, 
when  she  admitted  that  she  did,  showed  a  bad  spirit.  He 
could  see  no  reason  in  the  first  case  to  prevent  the  costs  going 
in  the  way  they  would  naturally  go.  The  second  case  was 
different ;  in  that  the  parties  had  very  properly  agreed  to  a 
verdict  for  a  farthing,  as,  the  jury  being  the  same  as  in  the  first 
case,  the  verdict  would  have  probably  been  the  same.  There 
was  no  object  in  bringing  this  second  case,  except  to  get 
damages  ;  it  was  not  wanted  to  clear  the  plaintiff's  character, 
as  that  would  have  been  done  by  the  first  action.  She  had 
failed  to  get  damages.  He  had  not  heard  the  plaintiff's 
attorney,  and  should  not  therefore  express  a  final  opinion, 
but  as  at  present  advised  he  should  like,  if  only  he  (the 
learned  Judge)  had  the  power,  to  make  him  pay  the  costs 
of  both  parties  in  this  second  action,  which  was  wholly 
<  unnecessary,  except  to  put  costs  in  the  attorney's  pocket. 
There  would  therefore  be  a  certificate  depriving  the  plaintiff 
of  costs  in  the  second  action. 
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THE  DENTISTS  ACT. 

Appeal  Case  in  Edinburgh. 

A  sitting  of  the  Justiciary  Appeal  Court  was  held  in  the 
Court  of  Session  on  Tuesday,  the  Lord  Justice  Clerk,  Lord 
Trayner,  and  Lord  Moncreiff  on  the  bench,  when  an  appeal 
was  heard  on  behalf  of  Wm.  Emslie,  1  Kankeillor  Street, 
Edinburgh,  against  a  conviction  obtained  against  him  in  the 
Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court  for  having  contravened  the  3rd 
section  of  the  Dentists  Act  of  1878.  The  charge  against 
him  of  which  he  was  found  guilty  was  that  he,  not  being  a 
person  registered  under  the  Act,  and  not  being  a  legally- 
qualified  practitioner,  had  taken  or  used  the  name,  title, 
addition,  or  description  implying  that  he  was  a  person 
specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry  by  displaying,  or 
causing  to  be  displayed,  a  signboard  and  brass  plate  on  the 
outside  of  his  premises  with  the  words  "  American  Dentistry 
— A.  Emslie "  thereon,  and  a  brass  plate  with  the  words 
"  Dental  Office  "  thereon.  He  was  found  guilty,  and  fined 
31.  3s.,  with  21.  2s.  of  expenses. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Morison  argued  chiefly  against  the  relevancy  of 
the  complaint.  He  argued  that  the  word  "  dentistry  "  must 
be  taken  to  have  the  same  meaning  as  tne  word  "  surgery," 
and  said  that  if  the  words  "  American  surgery  "  had  been 
displayed  the  Act  would  have  had  no  force. 

Lord  Trayner  said  there  was  no  prescription  in  law 
against  a  man  practising  dentistry.  There  was  a  pre- 
scription against  the  recovery  of  fees  if  he  was  not  a 
qualified  man. 

Mr.  Morison  proceeded  to  point  out  that  in  the  Pharmacy 
Act  there  was  a  universal  condition  against  selling  poisons. 
There  was  not  in  it  the  licence  which  the  public  had  of 
doing  dental  work.  The  condition  was  much  more  strongly 
expressed  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  than  in  the  Dental  Act.  He 
referred  to  the  cases  of  Bremridge  v.  Turnbull  and  Hume  to 
support  his  argument.  He  also  referred  to  the  case  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  v.  Robinson,  1892  (the 
"  Veterinary  Forge  "  case).  He  argued  that  it  required  no 
skill  to  extract  a  tooth,  and  it  was  not  said  by  the  Legisla- 
ture that  people  must  necessarily  get  a  registered  dentist  to 
extract  their  teeth.  The  Legislature  assumed  that  people 
had  sufficient  sense  to  know  whom  to  go  to  if  they  wished 
that  operation  performed. 

Mr.  Jameson,  who  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  British 
Dental  Association — who  raised  the  complaint — argued  that 
the  complaint  was  relevant.  The  Act  provided  for  the 
registration  of  dentists  plainly  with  the  view  of  having  a 
public  register  to  which  any  member  of  the  public  could  go 
to  see  whether  any  person  in  his  locality  was  a  properly- 
qualified  dentist  or  not.  His  friend  had  argued  that  the 
Dentists  Act  was  not  passed  for  the  safety  of  the  public,  but 
for  the  protection  of  a  special  body  ;  but  he  pointed  out  that 
the  Dentists  Act,  like  the  Medical  Act,  the  Veterinary 
Surgeons  Act,  and  other  similar  Acts,  were  passed  with  the 
view  of  preventing  the  public  from  being  imposed  upon  by 
people  pretending  to  have  skill  which  they  did  not  really 
possess.  He  argued  that  the  words  libelled  were  an  infringe- 
ment of  the  Act,  and  that  the  word  "  dentistry  "  was  applic- 
able to  the  word  "  dentist,"  and  must  be  held  to  describe 
someone  specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry. 

Their  Lordships  reserved  judgment  till  Saturday. 


RENDELL'S  PESSARIES. 

The  solicitors  to  the  plaintiff  in  the  case  of  Pullen  v.  British 
Medicinal  Capsules  Company  (Limited),  reported  in  our  issue 
of  May  29,  think  that  the  statement  in  the  last  paragraph  of 
our  report  that  the  Judge  "  was  not  granting  an  injunction 
to  restrain  the  use  of  the  word  '  Rendell,' "  may  be  mis- 
construed. The  application,  they  explain,  was  only  for  an 
interim  injunction,  and  the  Judge,  as  is  his  practice  on  such 
applications,  granted  an  injunction  in  general  terms,  leaving 
the  question  as  to  the  use  of  the  name  "  Rendell "  to  be  dealt 
with  on  the  trial  of  the  action. 


COUNTY  COURT  CASES. 

Employees  and  Workmen. 

At  Stafford  County  Court,  on  June  3,  before  Judge  Jordan, 
Harry  Mottenshead  sued  the  Stafford  Salt  and  Alkali  Works 


(Limited)  for  11.  lis.  8/1. ,  in  respect  of  wages  due.  The  com- 
pany did  not  dispute  this  claim,  but  put  in  a  counter-claim 
of  21.  10s  ,  for  loss  sustained  by  them  through  being  unable 
to  make  lump  salt,  owing  to  the  defendant  leaving  without 
notice.  The  manager  to  the  defendant  company  said  a 
notice  was  posted  up  in  the  works  requiring  every  employe 
to  give  a  week's  notice  before  leaving,  and  to  give  such  a 
notice  on  a  Friday.  The  plaintiff  gave  notice  on  a  Monday, 
and  left  on  the  following  Friday  morning,  and  as  the 
company  had  not  a  competent  man  to  fill  his  place  they 
suffered  the  loss  stated.  His  Honour  eventually  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiff  on  the  claim,  and  dismissed  the 
counter-claim,  remarking  that  it  was  absurd  to  say  the  com- 
pany had  sustained  loss  simply  because  the  plaintiff  had  not 
given  notice  a  day  or  two  earlier. 


Ax  Action  by  a  Welsh  Chemist. 

At  the  Aberdare  County  Court  last  week,  Mr.  D.  Tudor 
Williams,  chemist,  Aberdare,  sued  Mr.  David  Hughes,  land- 
lord of  the  Boot  Hotel,  for  21.  rent  of  garden,  2s.  3d.  for 
goods  sold,  and  2s.  money  paid  by  plaintiff  on  defendant's 
behalf.  The  parties  had  been  friends,  but  unpleasantness 
had  arisen  between  them.  The  defendant  alleged  that  he 
gave  up  the  garden  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  and,  in 
cross-examining  Mr.  Williams,  suggested  that  there  was  an 
arrangement  with  Mrs.  Hughes  as  to  the  garden.  Mr. 
Williams  said  the  garden  was  used  to  supply  vegetables  for 
the  Boot  Hotel,  and  he  knew  as  a  fact  they  were  conveyed 
there.  After  hearing  evidence,  judgment  was  given  for 
plaintiff,  with  costs. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Adulterated  Olive  Oil. 

At  Cranbrook  Petty  Sessions,  on  June  3,  Mrs.  Mary  Sack- 
ville  Pridgeon,  proprietress  of  a  chemist's  business  at  Hawk- 
hurst,  was  fined  1/.,  with  12s.  costs,  for  selling  olive  oil  which, 
the  County  Analyst  (Dr.  Adams,  of  Maidstone)  certified,  con- 
tained 60  per  cent,  of  an  inferior  oil. 


Making  a  Case. 
At  the  South- Western  Police  Court,  on  Wednesday,  Samuel 
Gerrish,  an  oilman,  of  Trinity  Road,  Wandsworth,  was  sum- 
moned by  the  Wandsworth  District  Board  of  Works  for 
selling  olive  oil  adulterated  with  100  per  cent,  of  mineral 
lubricating-oil.  Mr.  W.W.  Youngsupported  thesummons.  At 
the  instance  of  Samuel  Smith,  the  inspector  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  a  woman  named  Last  purchased  some  olive 
oil  at  the  defendant's  shop.  It  was  analysed,  with  the  result 
mentioned.  The  woman  Last  admitted  that  the  defendant 
told  her  that  the  oil  was  not  fit  for  personal  consumption. 
The  defendant  said  he  offered  the  woman  a  bottle  of  Lazenby's 
oil,  which  was  used  for  salad.  She  refused  to  accept  this, 
and  asked  for  loose  oil.  He  served  her,  and  explained  to 
her  that  it  was  only  used  for  greasing  and  cleaning  purposes. 
Mr.  Lane,  Q.C.  (with  some  warmth) :  The  case  won't  do,  I 
am  persuaded  that  neither  the  woman  nor  the  inspector 
thought  they  were  getting  olive  oil.  Mr.  Young  :  Supposing 
a  child  purchased  it  ?  Mr.  Lane,  Q.C  :  Thesummons  is  dis- 
missed. Mr.  Young :  The  committee  considered  the  matter 
and  directed  these  proceedings  to  be  taken. 


The  Hackney  Vestry  and  Somerset  House. 
At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  Wednesday  a  case 
came  up  in  which  the  Hackney  Vestry  had  prosecuted 
a  local  milkman  on  the  certificate  of  Mr.  Leo.  Taylor, 
public  analyst,  that  a  sample  of  milk  contained  7  per  cent, 
of  added  water.  The  defendant  had  submitted  his  share  of 
the  sample  to  the  Somerset  House  analysts,  who  declared 
that  there  was  no  satisfactory  evidence  of  any  such  dilution. 
Consequently  the  Magistrate  dismissed  the  summons.  On 
a  question  of  costs,  Mr.  Young,  for  the  defendant,  said  his 
client  had  been  considerably  harassed  by  these  proceedings, 
and  asked  for,  at  least,  his  out-of-pocket  expenses — viz , 
21.  10s.  6d.  Mr.  Tiddeman,  on  behalf  of  the  Vestry,  opposed 
this,  and  urged  that,  as  a  matter  of  public  expediency,  the 
Magistrate  should  not  encourage  these  appeals  to  Somerset 
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House.  Mr.  D'Eyncourt:  But  Somerset  House  may  be  right 
•and  you  wrong,  and  therefore,  in  justice  to  the  tradesman, 
perhaps  it  as  well  that  he  should  appeal.  Mr.  Tiddeman  : 
It  considerably  handicaps  the  Vestry  in  their  efforts  to  give 
the  public  a  pure  article.  Mr.  D'Eyncourt:  Not  at  all.  It 
only  keeps  you  from  taking  action  on  such  small  and  doubt- 
ful percentages  according  to  the  Somerset  House  standard. 
The  defendant  is  entitled  to  his  costs.  Summons  dismissed, 
with  21.  10*.  6d.  costs.

THERE  is  very  little  of  any  interest  to  report  in  the  drug- 
and  chemical  markets  this  week.  To  the  surprise  of 
mc  st  people|concerned,  1he  dmg-auctions  to-day  were  much 
lengthier  than[usual,  eighteen  catalogues  being  offered,  with, 
an  aggregate  of  1.887  lots,  exclusive  of  207  lots  of  vanilla. 
The  sales  were  extremely  quiet,  and  only  327  lots — or 
27§  per  cent. — sold  at]  auctions,  not  counting  the  vanilla, 
the  bulk  of  which  was  disposed  of.  During  the  sales  Mr. 
F.  H.  Lescher  asked  if  some  statement  would  be  made 
with  regard  to  the  drug-auction  which,  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business,  would  fall  on  June  24.  It  was  then  an- 
nounced, as  has  already  been  stated  by  us,  that  in  the  Jubilee 
week  no  sales  would  be  held.  There  are  few  market  altera- 
tions [to  report.  In  fine  chemicals,  quinine  remains  firm. 
Citric  and  tartaric  acids  are  very  steadily  held,  but 
cream  of  tartar  is  a  trifle  easier.  Cocaine  is  firm, 
but  an  outsider  is  cutting  the  price.  Mor- 
phia unaltered.  In  heavy  chemicals  we  have  to  report 
lower  rates  for  carbolic  acid.  Epsom  salts  are  steady. 
Yellow  prussiate  of  potash  is  very  firm,  and  there  is  a  fair 
demand  for  bleaching-powder  and  caustic  soda.  The  prices 
of  borax  and  boracic  acid  have  been  reduced  by  the  Borax 
Union.  In  the  drug-market  there  are  few  alterations.  Aloes  is 
scarce  so  far  as  fine  Zanzibar  is  concerned.  Cape  and  Curacao 
varieties  show  no  alteration.  Balsam  tolu  keeps  dear,  fine 
Sumatra  benzoin  is  scarce,  and  ordinary  kinds  are  neglected. 
Balsam  copaiba  and  Peru  unaltered.  Fine  green  buchu 
scarce;  yellow  firmly  held.  Cardamoms  are  again  firmer, 
especially  for  medium  qualities.  Camphor  dull  of  sale. 
Croton-seed  tending  lower.  Cuttlefish-bone  fiimly  held. 
Colocynth  is^easier,  both  for  apple  and  pulp.  Cascaia  sagrada 
sold  at  scmewhat|i lower  rates.  Calumba-root  is  fiimly  held. 
Fine  dragon's-blood|was  not  offered ;  medium  grades  sold 
cheaply,  ordinary  kinds  were  dear.  Ergot  of  rye  steady. 
Gamboge  rather  easier.  New  English  extracts  of  medicinal 
herbs  are  now^J  offering  at  moderate  prices.  Gentian-root 
remains  extremely  scarce.  Belladonna-root  is  also  in  very 
small  supply.  Large  consignments  of  Jamaica  [honey  sold  at 
a  slight  decline.  Ipecacuanha  firmly  held  and  rather  steadier. 
Jalap  unchanged. .  Kola-nuts  neglected.  Menthol  easier  fos 
ordinary  quality.  In  [essential  oils  there  are  few  changes: 
Oil  of  limes  tending  firmer.  Star-anise  oil  easier.  Cod-liver 
oil  dull  of  sale,  with  Ian  easier  tendency.  The  same  applies 
to  orris.  Rhubarb  firmly  held,  but  little  sold ;  grey  Jamaica 
and  Lima- Jamaica  dearer  ;  other  kinds  steady.  South 
American  Guayaquil  bark  sold  cheaply  to-day.  Snake-root 
scarce.  Tamarinds  remain  low  in  price.  Vanilla  sold  at 
slightly  easier  rates.  Beeswax  remains  in  good  demand,, 
a  trifle  easier  for  Jamaica.  Japan  wax  again  dearer. 
In  outside  articles,"  the  (chief  interest  centres  in  shellac, 
which  shows  an  excited  and  advancing  market.  Smyrna 
galls  extremely  firm.  Black  and  white  pepper  dull. 
Zanzibar  cloves  slow  of  sale.  In  oils  we  have  to  report 
higher  rates  for  linseed,  but  slightly  lower  prices  for  crude 
and  refined  rape  oil.  Cottonseed  oil  steady.  Cocoanut  and 
palm  and  olive  oils  unchanged.  Turpentine  rather  dearer, 
afj  21*'.  3d.  for  American.  Petroleum  slow  of  sale,  and 
tending  lower. 


A  correspondent  points  out  that  the  citric-acid  contents 
of  concentrated  lemon-juice  are  calculated  on  the  basis  of. 

64  oz.  per  Imperial,  not  per  Old  English,  gallon. 
Citric  Acid     'ibis  gives  an  assumed  content  of  432  lbs.  of 
auiceLem°n     citric  acid  to  tne  piPe  of  juice,  but  a  consider- 
able allowance  must  be  made  off  this  weight 
on  account  of  loss  in  manufacturing.  Moreover,  the  working- 
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expenses,  he  says,  remain  the  same  now  as  when  a  pipe  of 
juice  cost  four  times  its  present  price.  The  purchases  for 
the  present  season  began  at  131.  5s.  per  pipe,  and  did  not 
fall  to  the  lowest  point  reached  until  the  citric-acid  makers 
were  so  loaded  with  stock  that  they  could  hardly  find  room 
for  more.  Our  correspondent  further  asserts  that  the 
demand  for  citric  acid  is  so  great  just  now  that,  if  it  con- 
tinues (as  it  probably  will  during  the  summer),  there  will 
be  much  difficulty  in  executing  orders,  irrespective  of  price. 
There  are  two  tartaric-acid  makers  left  in  England.  In 
France  there  are  far  fewer  now  than  there  were  twenty 
years  ago,  though  their  total  production  has  probably  re- 
mained about  the  same. 


New  York  is  much  excited  concerning  a   new  plague 
which  has  invaded  the  Pine  and  Wall  Street  quarter,  and 
threatens  to  spread  (so  the  American  papers 

StaM1eX  sa^)  over       wn0^e  °*  tne  United  States.  The 

mannii."  plague  is  -nothing  less  than  an  all-devouring 
bug,  described  as  about  i  inch  long,  of  nice 
brown  colour,  and  "  equipped  with  any  number  of  legs." 
His  family  name  is  Sitodrepa  panicea,  and  he  has  come 
all  the  way  from  his  parents'  home  in  Bombay.  The 
new  bug  is  imported  by  the  firm  of  Stallman  &  Fulton, 
who  will  be  glad  to  sell  him,  bag  and  baggage, 
at  any  price.  It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  they  did 
not  know  that  they  were  importing  him.  He  came 
as  a  stowaway  in  the  cargo  of  coriander-seed  consigned  to 
Stallman  &  Fulton  about  eighteen  months  ago.  The  bug 
kept  very  quiet  when  he  landed  (probably  because  he  was 
afraid  of  being  treated  as  a  pauper-alien),  and  slipped  in  un- 
observed. At  that  time  people  were  afraid  of  a  corner  in 
coriander-seed,  and  so  the  Bombay  lot  was  laid  up  on  the 
top  floor  of  S.  &  F.'s  warehouse  to  await  events.  But  the 
corner  didn't  succeed,  and  the  consignees  have  not  been  able 
to  sell  the  coriander-seed  at  their  Bombay  friend's  price. 
With  the  hot  June  sun  shining  on  the  roof  above  him  the 
bug,  having  consumed  the  coriander-seed,  has  walked  down- 
stairs and  he  is  now  paying  surprise  visits  to  all  and  sundry 
within  a  mile-radius.  The  New  York  business-men  don't 
like  him — at  any  rate,  not  so  much  of  him.  They  are  talk- 
ing of  cancelling  their  leases,  and  have  complained  to  the 
Board  of  Health  and  President  McKinley.  The  Board  of 
Trade  have  served  a  notice  on  Stallman  &  Fulton  to 
abate  the  nuisance ;  but  how  that  is  to  be  done  no  one 
knows.  The  Commissioners  of  Sewers  refuse  to  take  the 
bug-infested  coriander-seed  to  sea  and  sink  it  there.  They 
say  that  the  bug  will  seize  the  tugs,  and,  besides,  he  is 
sure  to  swim  back  to  New  York.  A  man  with  an  insect- 
powder  bellows  was  called  in,  and  boasted  that  there  would 
not  be  a  bug  left  when  he  began  to  say  "  Die !  "  He 
was  still  saying  "  Die ! "  when  the  mail  closed,  and 
the  bug  at  that  time  was  marching  and  countermarching 
in  quadrillions  over  the  plate-glass  window  of  a  cigar- 
shop  on  Wall  Street,  eating  the  stock,  and  in  a  clothing-store 
hard  by  he  was  sunning  himself  in  colonies  on  the  shirt- 
fronts.  A  private  contractor  has  been  in  treaty  with 
Stallman  &  Fulton  for  catching  the  bugs,  but  he  asks  10 
cents  for  a  small  bagful.  Opinions  are  still  divided  whether 
the  creature  does,  or  does  not,  bite.  Professor  Beutenmiller,  of 
the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History,  has  inspected  the 
bug  and  identified  him  as  Sitodrtpa  panicea,  a  cosmopolite. 
According  to  the  Professor,  he  "  stays  any  old  where,  and 
eats  any  old  thing.  Is  known  as  the  Dead  Watch.  Thrives 
on  drugs,  especially  hellebore-root,  and  will  eat  anything 
from  gun-wads  to  caraway-seed."  We  cannot  say  whether 
samples  of  the  seed  are  on  show  at  Messrs.  Stallman  & 
Fulton's  London  office.

Medicinal  Exteacts. — The  new  season's  English  ex- 
tracts are  now  in  course  of  preparation.  Sales  of  new 
Ilgoscyamus  have  already  been  made  at  4s.

Quinine. — There  is  practically  no  change  in  the  position 
this  week.  The  only  German  factory  that  is  actually  offering 
small  lots  to  druggist  customers  is  the  Auerhach  works, 
which  quotes  85^.  per  oz.  for  forward  delivery.  The  B.  &  S. 
agents  would  be  willing  to  submit  8kd.,  but  say  that  there 
is  really  no  fixed  price.

The  Market  in  Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  British  heavy  chemical  market  has 
been  somewhat  dull  since  our  last  report,  the  holidays  having 
tended  to  increase  the  general  quietness.  At  the  same  time 
a  fairly  average  demand  exists  for  most  products,  and  prices 
are  firm  if  unchanged.  A  good  demand  continues  to  be  felt 
for  Bleaching-powder,  Caustic  soda,  and  Hi  carbonate  of  soda. 
Small  quantities  of  the  first-named  product  by  the  new 
electrolytic  process  are  now  being  put  on  the  market,  but 
have  not  so  far  had  any  effect  on  prices  for  home  consump- 
tion. Sulphate  of  copper  tends  lower ;  Anchor,  16/.  15s. ; 
Liverpool,  16/.  5s.  Benzols  are  inactive.  Carbolic  acids  in 
less  demand,  owing  mainly  to  the  falling-off  in  the  require- 
ments for  export.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  firmer ;  Beckton,. 
11.  8s.  9d. ;  Beckton  terms,  11.  6s.  3d. ;  Hull,  11.  10s.  ;  London- 
and  Leith,  11.  8s.  9d.  to  11.  10s.  Epsom  salts  in  steady 
request.  Phosphorus  in  wedges  and  sticks  is  selling  freely- 
Silicates  of  soda  in  improved  demand.  Aniline  oil  and  Salts 
quiet.  Recovered  Sulphur  firm  and  in  moderate  supply. 
South  Durham  Salt  steady,  at  9s.,  f.o.b.  Tees.  Bichromates 
of  potash  and  soda  moving  steadily.  Chlorate  of  potash  weak,, 
but  unchanged.  Yellow  Prussiate  of  potash  firmer.  Nitrate 
of  soda  unchanged.    Acetates  of  lime  firm  and  unchanged. 

The  Liverpool  Drug-market. 

Our  Liverpool  correspondent,  writing  on  June  9,  says 
that  little  business  is  passing.  Castor  oil  has  steadied  itself, 
and  sales  of  good  seconds  Calcutta  have  been  effected  at  3d. 
to  3-^rd.  per  lb.  Madras  is  held  for  3^d.  to3|rf.  First- pressure. 
French  is  held  at  2\^d.  to  3d  per  lb.,  and  second-pressure  is;, 
almost  wanting.  Cream  of  tartar  is  steady,  at  prices 
varying  from  79s.  to  82s.  per  cwt.  as  in  quality.  Gum  acacia  .- 
Soudan  sorts  have  become  very  scarce  indeed  on  this  market, 
all  offering  at  recent  prices  having  been  cleared,  and  a 
considerable  advance  is  now  asked.  Medium  grades  are 
firmly  held,  but  the  selection  available  is  very  limited,  and 
inadequate  to  accommodate  the  numerous  inquiries  experi- 
enced here  for  these  grades.  The  advance  in  African  Ginger 
is  well  maintained,  and  sales  are  being  made  at  17s.  to  18s. 
with  a  strong  upward  tendency.  Sulphate  of  copper  is 
easier  at  16/.  to  16/.  5s.  per  ton,  but  the  market  closes  steady. 
Canary  seed :  25s.  to  25s.  6<l.  is  asked  for  good  Turkish,  with 
a  steady  market.  Kola-nuts  are  selling  at  3d.  to  4rZ.  per  lb. 
for  fair  quality.  Guinea  grains  are  selling  at  22s.  6d.  per 
cwt.,  with  decreasing  stocks.  Honeys  are  in  good  demand — 
a  large  parcel  of  California  of  low  grade  sold  in  one  line  at 
20s.  per  cwt. — the  finer  grades  are  still  well  held.  For  a 
parcel  of  Chilian  pile  3  at  auction  18s.  was  bid  and  refused', 
holders  wanting  more  money.  Beeswax  is  in  fair  supply,  at 
auction  11.  5s.  to  6/.  12s.  6d.  was  asked  for  a  recent  arrival  of 
Chilian,  but  no  parcels  changed  hands.  Sierra  Leone 
Chillies  are  firmly  held  at  35s.  for  good  bright.

Hyraceum  and  Klipzweet. 

Sir, — "  Cyanus  Minor,"  in  your  issue  of  April  17,  opens  up 
a  very  interesting  question.  Although  his  "castorum" 
seems  to  be  the  well-known  hyraceum,  he  does  not  give 
reasons  for  assuming  that  klipzweet,  equally  with  hyraceum, 
has  an  animal  origin.  The  two  substances  are  dark  and 
sticky ;  they  are  both  used  therapeutically  in  convulsions, 
and  they  are  sold  one  for  the  other  even  by  retail  druggists 
of  repute.  But  .hyraceum  is  found  on  the  surface  of  the 
"  das',"  or  Cape  badgers',  habitat  among  the  rocks,  while 
klipzweet"  is  collected  from  the  roofs  of  caves.  Indeed, 
the  supply  is  running  comparatively  short  for  want  of  long 
ladders.  Now,  percolation  through  crevices  in  the  moun- 
tains above  such  caves  is  quite  conceivable,  but  it  is  time 
that  someone  determined  whether  "  klipzweet"  be  of  mineral, 
vegetable,  or  animal  origin.  If  the  last,  then  it  is  possible 
that  a  little  cherub  sits  up  aloft  over  the  caves.  The  Boers 
and  natives,  who  are  very  observant,  trace  the  exudation  no 
further  than  the  stone  from  which  it  hangs.  The  writer, 
who  lost  an  analytical  laboratory — or,  rather,  the  apparatus 
and  chemicals  therefor — long  ago  in  the  wreck  of  the 
Windsor  Castle,  has  eschewed  all  but  clinical  analyses  ever 
since,  but,  to  strengthen  your  elbow  in  the  matter,  encloses  a 
sample,  believed  to  be  genuine,  of  the  "  klipzweet,"  which 
.  seems  to  belie  the  proverb  that  stones  are  bloodless.

We  have  tried  it  various  ways,  but  cannot  get  it  to  be 
satisfactory.    What  will  overcome  the  difficulty?

[Nothing  at  all  except  filtration.  The  plan  to  adopt  is  : — 
Rub  the  three  solids  together  in  a  mortar  with  the  object  of 
thoroughly  comminuting  the  menthol,  then  add  a  drachm  of 
glycerine,  again  rubbing,  and  so  on  until  all  the  glycerine  is 
used  up,  when  the  water  should  be  added  gradually.  The 
excess  of  menthol  is  thus  obtained  in  a  fine  condition.  The 
addition  of  spirit  makes  matters  worse  by  dissolving  the 
menthol,  which  is  thrown  out  in  crystals  on  the  addition  of 
water.  Solid  menthol  is  bad  for  the  throat,  since  the  par- 
ticles cause  intense  irritation  of  the  mucous  membrane. 
That  is  why  filtration  is  absolutely  essential,  and  we  see  no 
objection  to  it,  because  the  liquid  is  saturated  with  menthol 
in  sufficient  quantity  to  give  the  desired  result.  The  pre- 
scriber  is  apparently  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  menthol  is  very 
sparingly  soluble  in  water  and  glycerine  ]

[Whether  the  solution  of  zinc  chloride  is  added  to  the 
glycerinated  solution  of  cocaine  hydrochloride,  or  the  alka- 
loidal-salt  solution  to  the  glycerinated  zinc-chloride  solution, 
a  cloudy  white  precipitate  is  formed,  which  is  not  dispelled 
by  the  addition  of  a  reasonable  amount  of  acid.  We  have 
not  had  time  to  examine  the  precipitate  thoroughly,  but  it 
dissolves  completely  in  ether,  and  that  indicates  that  it  is 
cocaine  hydrate.  The  precipitate  is  formed  in  a  perfectly 
clear  and  neutral  solution  of  zinc  chloride.  The  prescription 
as  it  stands  cannot  be  dispensed  clear,  but  the  use  of 
rectified  spirit  instead  of  glycerine  should  give  the  desired 
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result.  We  have  not  noticed- this  reaction  before,  and  it 
seems  worth  the'  while  of  someone  with  an  experimental 
turn  to  follow  it  up,  especially  observing  whether  zinc 
chloride  gives  precipitates  with  other  alkaloidal  salts  of  an 
allied  nature.] 


LEGAL  QUERIES. 


138/14.  Cascara. — A  (grocer)  and  B  (registered  "chemist) 
may  legally  buy  C  &  Co.'s  business,  and  trade  as  "  C  &  Co.'s 
Grocery  and  Drugstores,"  but  net  as  "  Grocers  and  Chemists." 
A,  however,  is  always  liable  under  the  15th  section  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  if  poisons,  or  preparations  containing  poisons, 
are  sold  in  those  stores,  because  he  is  keeping  open  shop  for 
the  sale  of  poisons.  Having  a  separate  department,  and 
labelling  the  poisons,  &c,  with  the  name  of  B  only,  would 
not  save  A  if  it  could  be  proved  that  he  was  a  party  to 
keeping  open  shop  for  their  sale. 

138/21.  J.  J.  F. — We  have  no  means  of  knowing  whether 
the  trade-mark  you  propose  would  be  accepted  ;  that  is  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Registrar  when  it  comes  before  him, 
subject  to  appeal.  You  must  risk  5s.  on  the  application. 
You  can  ascertain  whether  the  word  is  already  registered  in 
the  same  class  of  goods  by  paying  Is.  for  a  search  at  the 
Trade  Marks  Office. 

139/41.  Novum. — If  a  man  agrees  not  to  manage  or  be 
concerned,  engaged,  or,  interested,  in  any  chemist's  business 
within  a  certain  radius,  that  surely  precludes  him  from 
making  any  arrangement  with  a  chemist  within  that  radius 
to  act  as  his  agent. 

139/55.  Spes. — The  sine  curricula  examinations  have 
only  been  open  to  dentists  already  on  the  register. 

139/8.  Inquirer. — You  will  find  particulars  of  wine- 
licences  and  how  to  get  them  in  the  C.  I).  Diary.  You 
can,  of  course,  employ  a  local  solicitor,  or  the  firm  whose 
agency  you  take  will  no  doubt  advise  you. 

140,21.  Quisous. — The  only  practical  way  in  which  you 
can  secure  damages  in  the  event  of  the  apprentice  leaving 
you  when  he  comes  of  age  is  to  get  the  father  to  bind  him- 
self to  a  certain  payment  in  such  an  event.  Whether  it  is 
wise  to  insist  on  this  is  a  matter  which  you,  knowing  the 
people  you  are  negotiating  with,  must  be  the  best  judge  of. 

140/24.  Lex. — The  law  says  that  if  you  sell  tincture  of 
nux  vomica  you  must  label  it  poison.  It  does  not  provide 
any  exemption  on  the  ground  of  the  quantity  being  small. 

— The  draught  containing  1  pint  linseed 
oil  and  1  drachm  spirit  nitre  would  not  be  at  all  likely  to  do 
any  harm  to  a  mare  in  any  circumstances.  In  any  case,  the 
onus  of  proof  that  it  did  so  lies  upon  the  owner.  If  he  puts 
it  about  that  you  poisoned  the  animal,  and  has  no  better 
proof  than  what  you  tell  us,  there  seems  to  be  ground  for 
an  action  for  libel  against  him. 

141/17.  H280v— It  is  an  infringement  of  the  Medical 
Act  to  falsely  pretend  to  be  a  doctor  of  medicine.  A  person 
practising  any  branch  of  medicine  or  surgery,  calling  him- 
self "  Dr.,"  would  be  held  to  nave  infringed  the  Act.

Dissolve  the  saccharin  in  the  spirit,  and  the  gelatine  in  the- 
glycerine  and  water,  and  mix  the  spirit  with  the  glycerine 
mixture. 

This  excipient  does  not  exude  so  readily,  if  at  all,  from  the 
powder-material. 

135/29.  O.  D.  Coy. — Treatment  of  Haemorrhoids,  pro- 
duced by  cold-water  enemata  and  glycerine  injections. — It 
is  important  to  stop  the  exciting  cause,  and  endeavour  to 
get  the  bowel  into  a  healthy,  active  condition  by  other 
means.  The  patient  should  be  put  on  a  plain  but  full  diet, 
with  a  minimum  of  liquids  and  a  maximum  of  solids,  in- 
cluding butcher-meat,  brown  bread  (or  stale  white),  potatoes, 
peas,  beans,  rice,  and  porridge  of  oatmeal  or  rolled  oats,  the 
diet  being  varied  to  suit  the  taste,  but  to  give  the  bowel 
work  to  do.  The  first  thing  in  the  morning  a  dose  of  a 
mineral  water,  made  tepid  with  boiling  water,  should  be 
taken,  not  to  purge,  but  to  make  the  stool  easy.  It  is  also 
advisable  to  give  an  intestinal  tonic,  preferably  10  to  20* 
minims  of  ext.  cascar.  sag.  liq.  solubile  with  3  to  5  minims 
of  tr.  nucis  vom.  at  dinner-time  until  regular  motions  are- 
obtained.  Reliance  should  not,  however,  be  placed  solely 
upon  medicines,  but  the  patient  should  foster  the  habit  of 
going  to  stool  at  a  set  time  daily,  and  use  a  low  seat,  or 
place  the  feet  upon  a  footstool,  so  as  to  raise  the  knees- 
above  the  level  of  the  seat.  It  is  of  advantage  to  introduce- 
a  little  carbolised  vaseline  (1  in  40)  with  the  forefinger  just 
before  sitting  down,  and  after  defalcation  the  parts  should 
be  washed  with  plain  or  carbolised  water.  As  much  of  the- 
discomfort,  pain,  and  bleeding  is  brought  on  by  allowing  the- 
fffices  to  become  hard  by  neglecting  stool,  it  is  important 
that  the  patient  should  obey  the  calls  of  nature  without 
delay ;  further,  to  note  that  if  active  purgation  is  produced 
by  medicines,  the  bowel  is  so  emptied  that  there  may  be 
nothing  remaining  to  be  done  for  two  or  even  three  days,  so 
that  a  stool  in  such  circumstances  is  impossible,  and  the- 
straining  only  makes  the  haemorrhoids  worse.  Therefore,  the 
aim  should  be  to  get  a  natural  condition  restored  by 
the  hygienic  and  systematic  means  above  indicated., 

135/74.  L.  W. — Pearl  Pill-coating— The  pills  must  be 
thoroughly  dried,  on  the  surface  at  least,  by  short  exposure 
in  a  hot  cupboard  (120°  F.).  Next,  damp  them  with  a 
mucilage  compound  of  1  oz.  each  of  acacia  mucilage, 
t'agacanth  mucilage  and  syrup,  and  4  oz.  of  water.  The 
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coating  must  be  thin.  Turn  out  the  pills  on  a  sheet  of  paper 
and  transfer  to  the  coating-machine  in  which  a  charge  of 
powder  (French  chalk  1  lb.,  mag.  carb.  levis  §  oz.). has  .been. 
A  minute  or  two  suffices  to  give  a  preliminary  coating,  when 
the  pills  are  taken  out  and  set  aside  for  a  few  hours.  They 
afterwards  get  another  coating  of  -mucilage  and  chalk,  and 
are  finally  polished.  We  cannot  do  more  for  you  in  a  brief 
answer,  and  all  the  wrinkles  of  pill-coating  cannot  be  put  in 
black  and  white,  as  there  is  an!  art  in  it  which  is  only 
acquired  by  practical  experience. 

135/38.  Vim. — (1)  Carriage-Tarnish  is  a  copal  varnish 
made  by  fusion  of  the  resin,  running  the  fused  mass  with 
boiled  linseed  oil,  and  diluting  with  turpentine.  The  process 
requires  special  plant  and  accommodation,  which,  we  feel 
sure,  you  do  not  possess,  not  to  mention  the  skill  necessary. 
It  would  be  no  trouble  for  us  to  print  a  formula,  but  it  would 
take  up  space  needlessly,  as  scarcely  one  in  a  thousand 
chemists  can  make  copal  varnish.  (2)  The  book  is  now  in 
the  press,  and  will  be  published  in  the  course  of  the  summer. 
The  volumes  of  the  C.  $  B.  for  1895  contain  the  selection 
of  prescriptions  for  counter-practice.  (3)  The  object  of 
Adding  Hypophosphorous  Acid  to  Liq.  Ferri  Iodidi  is 
to  prevent  oxidation  of  ferrous  iodide ;  and  (4)  the  purpose 
of  the  B.P.  in  directing  some  syrup  to  be  boiled  with  the 
ferrous  iodide  solution  is  to  invert  that  portion  of  the  sugar, 


a  small  percentage  of  glucose  being  considered  as  advan- 
tageous in  preserving  the  syrup. 

135,  48.    Ponder. — Putting  Specialities  on  the  Market. 

■ — You  want  advice  on  a  large  subject,  and  we  should  prefer 
more  specific  details  as  to  what  the  specialities  are.  The 
following  are  the  points  which  a  manufacturer  has  to 
reckon  with  : — (1)  The  specialities  should  be  novel ;  if  not, 
the  difficulties  in  getting  wholesalers  and  retailers  to  handle 
them  are  .  increased.  Novelty  does  not .  necessarily  mean 
originality.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  a  hair-wash,  the 
composition  of  the  article  may  be  well  known,  but  the  maker 
by  some  modification  of  colour,  odour,  proportion  of  active 
ingredient  or  style  of  get-up,  or  manner  of  applying  it,  gives 
it  a  novel  touch.  (2)  Whatever  the  nature  of  the 
preparation,  if  it  have  distinct  merit,  the  surest  way 
to  make  it  go  is  to  advertise  it  well  to  the  public;  but 
experience  shows  that  this  requires  a  large  amount  of  money, 
You  may,  therefore,  begin  in  a  humbler  way  by  giving  whole- 
salers and  retailers  special  inducements  to  sell,  especially 
allowing  the  latter  liberal  supplies  of  advertising  matter, 
such  as  showcards,  &c.  Your  own  experience  as  a  man  must 
tell  you  that  you  do  not  buy  a  new  article  to  use  unless  it  is 
well  recommended  for  a  purpose  for  which  you  require  it 
(which  is  brought  home  to  you  by  an  advertisement  of  some 
kind),  nor  do  you  stock  a  new  article  except  for  a  good 
reason — viz.,  that  there  is  a  demand  for  it,  or  that  you  think 
you  can  create  a  demand.  (3)  Another  way  to  get  speciali- 
ties put  on  the  market  is  to  make  them  for  wholesale 
sundries  houses,  in  which  case  you  must  be  content  to  sell 
at  a  smaller  margin  of  profit,  to'Sink  your  individuality,  and 
let  the  wholesaler  do  the  advertising.  Your  query  as  to 
putting  up  the  specialities  tickles  us.  Where  are  we  to 
begin  1  Is  it  a  hair-wash,  a  tooth-paste,  liquid  dentifrice, 
shaving-cream,  or  what  that  you  wish  to  specialise  1  Do 
you  remember  the  tale  of  the  beggar  who  asked  the  kind 
lady  for  a  "  dthrop  of  boiling  wather  to  make  tay  with  "  ;  and 
when  she  got  the  water  she  said,  "  If  ye  don't  moind,  ma'am, 
wid  yez  putt  a  pickle  tay  in  it  "—then  "  a  lump  of  sugar  "  and 
"  dthrop  of  crame."    Your  request  strikes  us  that  way. 

136,72.  A.  B.  W. — Tonic  for  Canaries.— See  page  599 
of  the  current  volume. 

136/36.  Trouble  writes  about  Bed-bugs  in  the  following 
strain : — 

One  of  our  clients  is  very  anxious  to  get  rid  of  bugs  from  bed- 
rooms. We  suggested  stripping  the  walls  and  washing  with  crude 
carbolic  acid,  which  he  has  done.  But  they .  still  appear  after 
carbolic  dries.  A  great  objection  to  using  the  carbolic  acid  is  that 
the  fumes  prevent  paint  from  drying,  do  what  you  will  with 
dryers,  &c,  to  help.  He  suggests  washing  the  walls  with  solution 
of  corrosive  sublimate — say,  1  oz.  to  1  pint.  '  If  he  does  so,  is 
there  any  danger  of  absorption  or  bad  effects  to  any  person  or 
persons  sleeping  in  the  rooms  after  ?    Your  opinion  will  greatly

There  is  not  much  difficulty  in  clearing  a  single  house  of  bed- 
bugs if  it  be  cleaned  thoroughly  once  and  for  all ;  but  if  there 
are  other  houses  attached  to  it  (as  in  a  tenement),  to  which 
the  bugs  can  retire  while  their  enemy  the  cleaner  possesses 
the  land,  they  simply  wait  their  time  and  return  to  their  old 
and  cleaner  abode  at  a  fitting  opportunity.  Sometimes  'a 
series  of  houses  have  to  be  treated.  The  best  way 'to  go  to 
work  is  as  follows: — Strip  the  walls  of  paper,  and  have 
them,  the  ceilings,  and  the  woodwork  washed  by  painters. 
Clean  the  floors  also,  and  fumigate  the  rooms  with  sulphur. 
The  day  after  the  fumigation  go  over  every  chink  in  the 
walls  and  woodwork  with  the  following  solution,  applied  as 
a  spray : —

A  spirituous  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  is  more  effectual 
than  an  aqueous  one,  the  latter  being  practically  useless  for 
killing  the  ova.  After  using  the  spray  liberally,  the  chinks 
which  will  not  be  covered  with  paper  should,  if  possible, 
be  filled  with  plaster.    This  is  all  that  can  be  done. 

136/26.  A.  H.  R—  Eemoval  of  Tattoo-marks.— The  only 
way  to  do  this  is  to  tattoo  the  spots  over  again  with  an 
escharotic,  such  as  nitric  acid  or  solution  of  zinc  chloride. 
The  effect  of  this  is  to  cause  a  sore,  upon  which  a  scab  forms, 
and  when  the  scab  drops  off  the  tattooing  (if  not  too  deep) 
comes  away  with  it.  The  person  who  is  operated  upon  must 
be  prepared  to  suffer  some  pain.  Full  particulars  are  given 
in  the  C.  $•  B.  Diary  for  1894. 

136 '34.  P.  H.— Soluble  Water-softener.—  Take  crescent 
brand  crystal  soda  (a  form  of  carbonate  of  soda  with  a  small 
percentage  of  water  of  crystallisation,  made  by  Brunner, 
Mond  &  Co.),  and  colour  it  very  slightly  with  liquid  cochineal 
(although  that  is  not  essential),  and  perfume  with  French 
rose-geranium  or  muse  Baur.  Half  a  teaspoonf ul  of  this  is 
sufficient  for  a  ewerful  of  water. 

136  61.  H.  W.  C.— The  formula  for  Chlorodyne,  DiARE", 
page  266,  was  corrected  months  ago.  It  should  read  "  aq. 
ad  gviij.,"  the  product  being  12  oz. 

137/3.  Beta. — Train-oil,  or  tran-oil,  was  originally  cod- 
liver  oil,  but  any  fish  oil,  such  as  whale,  seal,  &c,  is  now 
given. 

138/10.  Breux. — Much-  depends  upon  the  cause  of  the 
trouble.  In  the  absence  of  information  on  that  point  we 
can  only  say  that  the  course  which  you  adopted  was  safe, 
and  on  the  right  lines.  k 

139/19.    Glue. — What  are  the  Prospects  of  Success  for

139/15.  Inquirer  (Co.  Leitrim).— Calx  Sulphurata  is 
mixed  with  its  own  weight  of  starch-powder  for  use  as  a 
depilatory,  and,  when  required,  sufficient  of  the  mixture  is 
made  with  water  and  laid  upon  the  spot  off  which  the  hair 
is  desired  to  be  removed. 

139,10.  H.  A.  B. — The  Photoautocopyist  will  cost  you 
more  money  than  you  imagine  ;  and  as  your  craze  for  stick-

Westealian  Sandalwood. — Supplementary  to  the  in- 
formation given  by  a  C.  4'  -D .  contributor  in  our  issue  of 
January  2,  we  learn  that  the  Minister  for  Lands  has  approved 
of  the  recommendation  of  the  Conservator  of  Forests  for  the 
extension  of  the  sandalwood  area  at  Pingelly  during  the  ensuing 
season.  It  is  intended  to  sow  a  number  of  nuts  which  have 
been  carefully  selected.  The  planting  last  year  was  hardly 
an  unqualified  success,  as  the  long  spell  of  dry  weather  killed 
a  large  number  of  the  young  plants.  The  Meckering  sandal- 
wood reserve  is  also  being  attended  to.  All  the  young  trees 
have  been  trimmed,  and  the  ground  in  their  vicinity  has  been 
cleared  to  guard  against  any  danger  from  fire.  There  is  an 
abundance  of  young  trees  on  this  reserve,  and  success  is 
anticipated. 

The  Medical  Council  Ten-minute  Speeches. — Mr 
Brudenell  Carter,  himself  (says  the  Medical  Press)  a  toler- 
ably loquacious  member,  has  succeeded  in  inducing  the 
majority  of  his  fellow-members  on  the  Medical  Council  to 
accept  a  standing  order  limiting  the  length  of  speeches  to 
ten  minutes.  Exceptions  were  made  in  favour  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  also  of  chairmen  of  committees  in  introducing  a 
report,  but  all  other  members  will  in  future  be  restricted  to 
the  regulation  ten  minutes,  unless  they  obtain  the  consent 
of  the  Council  to  a  prolongation  of  the  time.  A  great  deal 
of  the  most  important  work  of  the  Council  is  done  in  com- 
mittee, where  a  member  can  speak,  if  not  as  long,  at  any 
rate  as  often,  as  he  experiences  the  afflatus,  consequently  the 
muzzling  order  will  be  without  effect  in  curtailing  the  length 
of  the  debates.  The  Press  thinks  the  motion  was  aimed  at 
the  direct  representatives,  who  are  still  treated  with  con- 
descension by  the  corporate  representatives  on  the  Council, 
and  this  inference  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  only 
persons  to  protest  were  Dr.  Glover  and  Dr.  Rentoul.  The 
latter  gentleman,  who  is  not  likely  to  become  garrulous 
except  in  regard  to  the  registration  of  midwives,  evidently 
took  the  matter  to  heart,  for  he  threatened,  if  the  motion 
were  adopted,  to  speak  to  every  motion  and  to  challenge  a 
division  on  every  occasion  by  way  of  protest.  He  is  now 
afforded  an  opportunity  of  putting  his  threat  into  execution.
